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THE INCREASING CONSUMPTION 
OF COTTONSEED OIL. 


It has been the opinion of many in 
the trade that owing to the unfavor- 
able legislation of Italy which excluded 
cottonseed oil, and which had thereto- 
fore been imported in large quantities 
for admixture with olive oil, and then 
shipped to all parts of the world as 
pure olive oil, would put a serious 
check on the consumption of this pro- 
duct, and that the cottonseed oil in- 
dustry would cease to be a growing 
one. The contrary, however, has been 
the case, although the chronic croakers 
have been slow to acknowledge that the 
proscriptive duty levied on cottonseed 
oil by Italy has had no perceptible ef- 
fect on the steady increased consump- 
tion of this oil. New uses have been 
found for, the oil so that the increase 
in the consumption has been even 
more rapid since the unfavorable legis 
lation by Italy. About the time that 
the new Italian duty went into effect 
the manufacturers of oleomargarine 
butter discovered that cottonseed oil 
could be used in place of the sesame 
oil that had been universally used as a 
softener. The substitution of cotton- 
seed oil for this purpose grew rapidly 
and this accounts also for the de- 
crease in our imports of sesame oil. 
The manufacturers found that not on- 
ly was cottonseed oil fifty per cent. 
cheaper, but was also better and more 
desirable in every way, until at the 
present time very little sesame oil is 
used for that purpose. From ten to 
twenty-five per cent. of cottonseed oil 
is used in the manufacture of oleomar- 
garine butter, according to the season, 
a larger percentage being required in 
winter than in summer. As the manu- 
facture of artificial butter in this coun- 
try has grown to enormous propor- 
tions it may be readily seen that the 
amount of cottonseed oil required for 
this purpose is probably much larger 
than was used in Italy as an adulterant 
of olive oil. Added to this there 
has been a rapid introduction of 
this oil for bakers’ use all over the 
country, but especially at the south 
and west, where it takes the place of 
lard. It is also largely used in hotels 
and restaurants, and during the past 
year it has been sought to introduce 
it for general household purposes. In 
this direction the progress is slow but 
none the less sure, for wherever tried 
it finds favor, and it is only a question 
of time when the oil will be universally 
used for culinary purposes in prefer- 
ence to lard. 


There is very little probability that 
the business of making cottonseed oil 
will be overdone, although the oil 
factories at the south are increasing in 
numbers every year, and some of the 
old ones are increasing their capacity. 
Even should our exports fall off, the 
rapid increase in the home consump- 
tion would fully keep pace with the 
increased production. It is a well- 
known fact that a large percentage of 
the seed annually produced is not 
utilized for making oil, and it is 
thought that if a larger proportion of 
the seed were gathered and made into 
oil and cake, the supply would exceed 
the demand. Here again we believe 
the borrowers of trouble are in error. 
To meet the steady and large yearly 
increase in the consumption we must 
look more to the general utilization of 
seed than to any invrease in the 
amount of territory devoted to eotton 
culture, although now that the in- 
creased value and ready market for 
seed makes the crop a much more 
profitable one to the planter, we may 
see an increased acreage devoted to 
this crop. lt is, however, to the more 
general utilization of the seed that we 
must look to meet the increase in the 
consumption of oil, which is growing 
at such a rate that it will be but a few 
years when we shall need more oil for 
home use than is now produced alto- 


gether. The business has grown won- 
derfully, and the future of the industry 
is a bright and prosperous one, there 
being room for almost indefinite ex- 


pansion, 
me 0 


THE ADULTERATION OF DRUGS. 


Of seventy-five samples of drugs an- 
alyzed by the State Board of Health in 
1882, thirty-two were found adulte- 
rated and forty-three pure. This is 
the announcement made by the Sani- 
tary Committee of the State Board of 
Health, to which we must take excep- 
tion as being misleading and doing an 
injustice to the dealersin drugs who,as 
a rule, we have every reason to be- 
lieve, endeavor to deal only in pure 
goods. Among the articles analyzed 
and found badly adulterated was 
cream of tartar, an article largely pre- 
pared and put up by jobbing grocers. 
The other drugs found adulterated 
were arrowroot, ipecac root, mustard, 
rhubarb, saffron and sulphur. Itisa 
noteworthy fact, taken in this connec- 
tion, that all the samples of subnitrate 
of bismuth, opium, tartaric acid and 
sarsaparilla root analyzed were found 
to be pure, and but one sample each 
of jalap, citrate of magnesia and sul- 
phate of magnesia proved to be adul- 
terated. The articles, therefore, most 
frequently found adulterated were not 
those distinctively dealt in by drug- 
gists, but such as can be found and 
were found in the average grocery. 
We must protest against this classifi- 
cation of the Sanitary Committee as 
doing the drug trade an injustice, al- 
though the articles which they choose 
to class as ‘“‘drugs” make a much bet- 
ter showing than do the articles classed 
under the head of “foods.” Among 
the latter we find that spices and coffee 
were in large part sophisticated, but 
of twenty-three articles denominated 
as “foods” only one hundred and nine- 
teen samples were analyzed, while the 
seventy-five samples of drugs were 
made up of sixteen articles, some ot 
which, as we have already shown, were 
not fairly classified as such. The re- 
port, so far as it goes, may be satisfac- 
tory to the Committee, but it is not to 
the wholesale dealers in drugs, howev- 
er the wholesale grocers may view it. 
A much better plan for the Committee 
to pursue would be to take one article 
at atime, or one article of drugs and 
one of food, of which not less than 
fifty samples should be obtained from 
different cities and towns in various 
sections of the State, and these anal 
yzed, when another article could be 
taken up and then another, and so on 
until the whole list is gone through 
with; and this course would really in- 
volve less expense in analyses as the 
same tests could be simultaneously ap- 
plied to all the samples of a kind, which 
would really furnish a valuable basis 
for comparison and determiuation. 
The plan adopted by the Committee of 
buying a sample of one article here 
and a sample of another article some- 
where else and so skipping about from 
one article to another, can give no sat- 
isfactory results, which tests in this way 
are of no practical value as showing to 
what extent any article is adulterated. 

Another point in the report of the 
Committee calls for consideration. It 
is the assertion that ‘‘the retail dealers 
have generally stated to the represent- 
atives of the Board, that it is not their 
intention to contest the law, that they 
regard it as for their benefit. The op- 
position appears to come entirely from 
the manufacturers and wholesale deal- 
ers in adulterated articles.” That the 
opposition comes from the manufastur- 
ers and wholesale dealers alone we do 
not believe. We do not know of a sin- 
gle dealer in drugs who makes a spe- 
cialty of adulterating goods; on the 
contrary the aim is to furnish the best 
that the retailer is willing to pay for, 
and should the State Board of Health 
succeed in suppressing drug adultera- 
tion entirely, none wonld be better 
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pleased than the wholesale dealers of 
drugs, not only of New York, but of 
the east and west as well. But if the 
Committee had the manufacturers of 
coffees, spices, and grocers’ cream of 
tartar in mind then we do not dissent, 
but in that case they should have so 
qualified their report. The wholesale 
druggists guard their reputation with 
jealous care and we do not like to see 
it carelessly assailed.

ANALYSES OF QUININE PILLS, 


The manufacturers of quinine pills, 
who comprise many of the leading 
manufacturing chemists and drug job- 
bing houses, have again been attacked 
through an analysis of their prepara- 
tions which claims to discover in nearly 
all of them a considerable deficiency 
of the ingredient of first importance, 


About three months ago a Philadel- 
phia medical journal sought notoriety 
by the publication of an alleged avaly- 
sis, showing serious deficiencies in 
the amount of quinine in pills, claim- 
ing a definite quantity of that alka- 
loid. The author of the analysis has 
never been made knownand his method 
has been pretty thoroughly dissected 
by chemists, wholly «disinterested ex- 
cept from a scientific standpoint, as 
wellas by those whose integrity the 
analysis called into question. In the 
present case the author of the analysis 
is Prof. C. Lewis Diehl, a Louisville 
pharmacist, who is well-known as a 
careful student of pharmaceutical 
chemistry. His name lends weight to 
what would otherwise appear to be 
solely a bit of sensational journalism 
on the part of a Chicago monthly, 
Without questioning the motives 
which have led to the making and 
publication of these analyses, their 
trustworthiness may reasonably be de- 
nied, when the results of Prof. Diehl’s 
work confirm in no single respect, so 
far as we can see, those of his Phil- 
adelphia contemporary,excepting that 
they both find the pills to fall short of 
what is claimed for them by the man- 
ufacturers. Any chemist who has had 
experience in the analysis of cinchona 
barks or of preparations containing 
their alkaloids, knows how difficult ig 
the correct determination of the sever- 
al salts and their percentages, and he 
will hesitate to put his name to an 
analysis with the claim of its strict 
accuracy. ‘‘Fools rush in where angels 
fear to tread,” and we are not unac- 
customed to analyses published in the 
same confident way that the work of 
the Philadelphia unknown and Prof, 
Diehl have been given to the public, 
even though they give results which 
reflect most unfayorably upon houses 
of long tried business reputation and 
undisputed commercial integrity. It 
would seem to most laymen,that when 
a chemist found in the result of his in- 
vestigations an absolute contradiction 
of the claims of houses of this. class 
concerning their own preparations, he 
would suspect the accuracy of his own 
work. The integrity of the leading 
manufacturing chemists of the United 
States should not be called into ques- 
tion by anything short of the most 
searching investigations, the results of 
which are proven by repeated tests, 
carried on by most expert analysts, 
This is a proposition intended to re- 
flect in no way upon men like Prof, 
Diehl, who must incognize that. ana- 
lytical chemistry in the hands of any- 
body but a thorough expert, is quite 
aslikely to err as commercial integ- 
rity. The responsibility of the publi- 
cation of such work rests upon pub- 
lishers who seem to us, under the most 
charitable view of their action, to al- 
low their zeal in behalf of one portion 
of the community to lead them into 
the perpetration of outrageous injus- 
tices upon another and not less de- 
serving portion, 
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LARD O1L FOR LIGHT-HOUSE USE. 


An item has been going the rounds 
of.the press announcing that a lot of 
lard oil received at the lighthouse 
depot at Staten Island, had been 
rejected by the lighthouse inspector, 
owing to its being below the standard 
quality contracted for. Someof the 
newspapers have made comments un- 
favorable to the contractor, while oth- 
ers have attempted to show that the 
inspectors for the government had re- 
jected an oil simply owing to a whim 
and that the oil was of strictly prime 
quality in every respect. As these as- 
sertions were doing an injustice to 
either the inspector or the contractor, 
we have taken the trouble to investi- 
gate the matter and find that the lot 
rejected consisted of 103 barrels of an 
oil that would probably be classed as a 
fine grade of extra No.1 lard oil, and 
was, of course, not strictly prime oil, 

such asthe specifications called for. 
This lot contained four and seven- 
tenths of one per cent. of free acid and 
was, therefore, unfit for use in the first 
order lights in which lard oil is as yet 
the only oil used,the lower order lights 
having been changed to use kerosene 
oil. Itisnot believed by the light- 
house people that the contractor knew 
the article was below the standard and 
he has since delivered several lots that 
ceme fully up to the requirements of 
the specifications under which the 


contract was awarded. 


In this connection some facts about 
the oil used by the Lighthouse Depart- 
There 
are in all 756 coast lamps, only thirty- 
eight of which are first order lamps 
and these are the ones in which lard 
oil is used, the others, designated as 
second, third, fourth, fifth and sixth 
order lights, as designating their pow- 
er of throwing rays of light, or rather, 
the distance which they can be ob- 
served from on board of an approach- 
ing vessel, have been adapted to use 
There are two kinds of 
lampsin use, the ordinary and the 
improved, the former, with four wicks, 
giving a light of 300 candle power, and 
the latter, of five wicks, furnishing one 
of 400 candle power. It will be under- 
stood that lamps consuming so much 
oil as do these must be fed with the 
very best oil made whieh must necessa- 
rily be absolutely void from free acids. 
The system of inspection is thorough, 
asitisa matter of great importance 
and involves considerable responsibil- 
ity, as the contractor is entitled to his 
pay immediately after the acceptance 
It is impossible to deter- 
mine the quality of the oil as applica- 
ble to lighthouse purposes by any

The specific gravity and liquidity tests 
are of course understood by our read- 
ers. The test for free acid is easily 
made. A portion is put into beaker- 
glasses, with aslip of litmus paper in 
one and a slip of turmeric paper in the 
other and suffered to remain immersed 
for about twenty-four hours;and at the 
end of that time, if one of these papers 
exhibit no redness and the other no 
brownness, the oil may be considered 
void of free acid and alkali, both of 
which would lessen its value, the for- 
mer teuding to corrode the lamp and 
the latter interfering with its burning 
qualities. Resistance to freezing is an 
important test, but must be carefully 
and slowly applied. If this test is 
carefully applied and sufficient time 
allowed, the sample of oj] may be seen 
to pass through the several stages of a 
diminution in limpidity and clearness.

The time when lard oil will no long- 
er be used in lighthouse lamps will 
soon be here, Already all the lamps 
except those of the first order, are 
burning kerosene oil, and new lamps 
forthe first order lights which have 
five wicks and will give a light of 424 
candle power, and will consume two 
gallons of kerosene oil while the pre- 
sent lamps consume one gallon of lard 
oil are being constructed. The first 
of these lamps will be placed in 
position early in May and the 
others of the first order lamps now 
burning lard oil will be displaced as 
rapidly as the new lamps can be con- 
strueted. The entire change will pro- 
bably be completed during the sum- 
mer. The oil used in the new lamp is 
of the best quality and must not flash 
under 140 deg. F., and oil flashing un- 
der 140 deg., although perfectly safe, 
would be rejected. By the use of ker- 
osene of this quality a saving of sixty 
per cent, is made over lard oil and an 
increase in illuminating power ob- 
tained of fully five per cent.

IMPORTS AND EXPORTS, 


We present below tables of the im- 
ports and exports for the eight months 
beginning with July ist., 1882, and 
ending February 28, 1883, with a par- 
allel column of figures giving the im- 
ports and exports for the correspond- 
ing period of the preceding year, be- 
ing the first eight months of the fiscal 
year, as reported by the United States 
Bureau of Statistics. There has been 
a fair increase in the imports of cochi- 
neal notwithstanding that prices have 
ruled very low in this market the past 
year, the increase in the eight months 
under consideration amounting to 
nearly 200,000 pounds. Of indigo our 
imports show an increase of nearly 
700,000 pounds. and give evidence that 
this dyestuff is not being displaced by 
the coal tar colors as is the case with 
nearly all the other vegetable dye 
wares. Gypsum shows an increase in 
the amount of imports of over 33,000 
tons. Of the oils showing an increase 
the valatile or essential only are worthy 
of especial mention, they showing an 
increase of fully 200,000 pounds. Glass 
of all kinds has been imported in larger 
quantities than during the correspond- 
ing period of 1881-82, the increase on 
common window amounting in round 
numbers to 8,000,000 pounds, on fluted, 
rolled and rough plate to 40,000 square 
feet, on cast polished plate not silvered 
to 200,000 square feet, and on cast 
polished plate silvered to over 300,000 
square feet. Of the articles coming 
under the head of paints the only ones 
showing any important increase are 
whiting and Paris white, the improve- 
ment amounting to over 600,000 pounds. 
Perfumery and cosmetics have been 
imported in larger quantities, the im- 
provement being to the extent of a

Assuming this to 
bethe lowest limit of safety, and out of 
5 samples tested 145 were absolutely un- 
mfe—that is to say, they flashed between 
Sand 90 deg. Far. At what point above 
the flash of an oil there is danger of its 
exploding an ordinary lamp, we do not 
know, but it is obvious that none of these 
145 samples could be regarded as safe for 
burning at any time from the first of May 
to the first of October, in any part of the 
State of New York, even if they were safe 
under certain conditions during the colder 
months.

It is to be regreted that in the prose- 
tutions which, it is to be hoped, are to 
follow the work of the Board the refiner 
and jobber cannot be held to an account- 
ability as well as the retailer. Under ex. 
isting decisions, we believe, the refiner has 
aright, and the jobber would presumably 
‘joy the same right, to sell any grade 
of oil that may be called for. The retailer, 
who knowingly sells for consumption, is 
held responsible to the public. It is 
charged that his greed impels him to buy 
the cheapest oil he can obtain and that the 
teiner furnishes him what he calls for.

to buy a cheap oil by om- 
peting salesmen and that his ignorance 
4 imposed upon, It is a well 


known fact that very much of the oil sold 
in this and other markets is below the 
flashing point claimed for it. This does 
not always render it dangerous, but it is 
equally fraudulent. An oil burning at 
140 deg. is, to all intents, as safe as one 
burning at 150 deg., but that is no reason 
why it should be branded and sold for 
what it is not. It will be found that if the 
fire test of oils is carefully investigated 
before they are accepted there will be less 
low-priced oil offering, and less variation 
in the prices quoted by competing re- 
finers.

Tue foreign diplomatic representatives 
at Constantinople have addressed a note 
to the Porte protesting against the estab- 
lishment of a petroleum depot. Theyallege 
that the duties claimed by the concession- 
aire of the project are contrary to treaties 
of commerce and injurious to merchants. 
It scems that the petroleum question be- 
tween the United States Legation and the 
Porte is still unsettled. The matter in 
dispute is the great increase in the depot 
charges recently instituted by the authori- 
ties at Constantinople, which virtually 
amounts to the imposition of a higher im- 
port duty than that sanctioned by the 
commercial treaties. Owing to the preva- 
lence of fires it was decided some years ago 
that petroleum dealers should oaly be 
allowed to keep a small portion of their 
stock in hand at Constantinople, the bulk 
being stowed away in depots provided by 
the government at a place on the Bosphor- 
us called Pashabagtche. ‘lhe charge for 
rent was fixed at fifty paras a case (about 
fiee cents), one and a half per cent or se on 
its selling value. The authorities, how- 
ever, now insist upon the payment of 100 
paras a case—just double the amount of 
the old charge—on the plea of the greater 
security afforded by the erection of new 
buildings for storing the material.

The proceedings of the American Pharmaceu- 
tical Association at the thirtieth annual meeting 
held at Niagara Falls last September, has come 
from the press. It makes a book of 757 pages 
and contains all the papers read before the asso- 
ciation with a full report of the pro- 
ceedings, reports of committees, officers, 
etc.. and a list of members, officers and commit- 
tees. A fine steel portrait of the late George W. 
Andrews, a former president of the association, 
is also given. It may be needless for us toadd 
that the book is a valuable one, and is a desirable 
acquisition to every pharmacist’s library. 


The Western Glass manufacturers are to con- 
sider the question of wages and prepere a scale 
ata meeting to be held shortly in this city. It 
is thought the old sliding scale will be revived, as 
the price has been lowered by the dull trade. At 
present workmen are being paid ona basis of 
rates not secured in the market. If the old scale 
is adopted, men will be paid considerably less 
than they are now gettihg. Flint glass manufac- 
turers will not hold a meeting this spring, and 
the old scale, it is said, will be adhered to. They 
will close about the latter part of June. Window 
glass works will shut down about the usual time, 


The report of the secretary of the State of 
Ohio shows that there are thirty-five glass mak- 
ing establishments in that State, representing a 
capital ‘of over $679,750; four green glass fac- 
tories with an aggregate capital of $160,000, and 
six window glass factories with a capital of 
$455,000. Of the first class Bellaire has six fac- 
tories, and also two of the window glass works 
Bridgeport has two table ware, and Martin's 
Ferrry three glass factories; Steubenville and 
Brilliant four. Thus it will be seen that three- 
fourths of the Glass factories of Ohio are on the 
Ohio River, and all within a distance: of twenty 
miles of each other. Nearly all the other factor- 
ies are located at Ravenna, Zanesville and East 
Liverpool. 

The assignment of the Brilliant Glass Co. crea- 
ted hardly a ripple at Pittsburgh, Pa.; in fact; 
few manufacturers mentioned the matter at all 
untill their attention was called to it. This is the 
sixth failure in the glass manufacturing line 
since January 1, 1883. The list stands as fol- 
lows: The Chartiers Glass Co , Pittsburgh; Fox 
& Co., Durhamville, N. Y.; the Lennox of Massa- 
chusetts; the Liverpool Glass Manufacturing Co. 
of East Liverpool, O0.; the Valley Glass Werks, of 
Stroudsburg, Pa.; and the Brilliant, above men- 
tiohed. Besides these are some that have per 
manently discontinued work, but which have 
not suspended from a financial point of view.— 
Crockery and Glass Journal. 


The failure of Newell & Wight, manufacturers 
of oil-cloths at No. 107 Duane street, and at 
Plainfield, N. J., was much commented on in 
trade circles last week, as it was supposed the 
firm had strong backing, Mr. Wight being the 
nephew or H. B. Claflin, the dry goods merchant, 
who is said to have loaned the firm a large sum 
last year. The liabilities are reported to be about 
$110,000, of which $50,100 is a confessed judg- 
ment to Mr. J. A. Skilton, alawyer. The busi- 
ness was established in 1877 as H. Force & Co. 
Mr. Newell entered the frm in 1879, and Mr, 
Wight Jan. 1, 1880, Mr. Force retiring at the 
latter date. The firm style was then Newell, 
Buchanan & Wight. They dissolved Dec. 17, 
1881, and Newell & Wight succeeded. The latter 
built a factory at Plainfield, N. J., which is said 
to have cost $25,000, and was mortgaged for 
$11,500. They started with a capital of about

QGARRIAGE OF PETROLEUM ON SEA-GOING 


STEAM-VESSELS. 


The application of F. Alexandre & Sons for re- 
mission of a fine of $500, alleged to have been in- 
curred sections 4472 and 4499, revised Statutes, 
and section 1, act of August 7, 1882, by the car- 
riage of refined petroleum in cases from the port 
of New York to VeraCruz and other foreign 
ports upon the British steamer “ British Empire” 
under charter to the New York, Havana and 


Mexican Mail Steamship Line, is consijered. 


It appears that on or abeut January 11, last, 
the applicants attempted to clear this vessel for 
Vera Craz and other ports with a quantity of re- 
fined petroleum in tins, for the carriage of which 
they had obtained a permit from the local in- 
spectors at the port of New York; that the col- 
lector had been informed that there was another 
practicable method of transporting the refined 
petroleum to the said ports, and that he 
refused her clearance; that the matter was sub- 
mitted to the department, and the vessel was al? 
lowed to clear upon the applicants’ entering into 
a stipulation to abide by the decision of the Sec- 
cretary as to any penalty incurred, and the ap- 
plication is for the cancellation of the stipulation

PRODUCTION oF CERTAIN CRYSTALLINE STAN- 
NATEs.—A solution of potassium stannate poured 
into an excess of calcium chloride gives a white 
gelatinous precipitate, which at 100 deg. changes 
into small, colorless, cubic crystals, containing 5 
mols. of water. An anhydrous calcinm stannate 
may be obtained in crystals by keeping a mix- 
ture of stannic oxide, calcium chloride and a 
little lime at a white-red heat for several hours, 
washing the mass and treating it with weak hy- 
drochloric acid. A. Ditte has obtained stront- 
ium, barium, nickel, cobalt, zinc, silver and cop- 
per stannates in crystals, ali of which are insolu- 
ble in water, but in the hydrated state dissolve 
in dilate acias. 

MECHANISM OF THE “SETTING” oF GyPsuM.—H. 
le Chatellier says that this setting is the result of 
two distinct, though simultaneous, phenomena. 
On the one hand, portions of ankydrous calcium 
sulphate, when moistened with water, dissolve 
as they are bydrated, forming a super-saturated 
solution. On the other hand, this same solution 
deposits crystals of the hydrated sulphate, grad- 
ually augment in bulk, and unite together.

PRESERVATION OF Ferrous SuipHarte.—A. 
Gawalovski plunges in among the crystals a very 
stout test tube, half filled with an alkaline solu- 
tion of pyrogallic acid, and with its mouth suffi 
ciently high above the mass.

DETERMINATION OF MELTIMe Pornts.—Gaich- 
ard melts the substance in question, sucks it into 
a capillary tube open at both ends and slightly 
widened at top up to the middle, and allows it to 
congeal. The space above is then filled with a 
colored liquid which does not attack the sub- 
stance, and the little tube is heated along with 
the thermometer in the usual manner.

—A. Lidoff heats sulphur to the point of incipi- 
ent sublimation ina suitable flask, and allows 
liquid oleonaphtha to flow in at the rate of 3 to5 
drops per minute. A rapid and regular emission 
of sulphuretted hydrogen is thus obtained. 





PREPARATION OF HypRoBROMIC AcID anD ITs 
Usr IN ANALYTICAL CnEMISTRY.—Aurust Hard- 
ing describes and figures an apparatus by means 
of which about 1 kilo. concentrated acid can be 
prepared per hour at about one-sixth the cost of 
the commercial product. The acid dissolves all 
the simple metallic sulphides, whether natural 
or artificial; if moderately strong it dissulves 
mercury, copper and lead, with liberation of hy- 
drogen gas, whilst the strongest acid dissolves 
considerable quantities of lead sulphide, which 
is reprecipitated on dilution with water. Hy- 
drobromic acid is especially valuable for the de- 
termination of sulphur. In presence of pieces of 
amalgamated copper it converts sulphur, whether 
free or in the form of metallic sulphides, into 
hydrogen sulphide, which, if no carbonic acid is 
present, is dried over calcium chloride, and ab- 
sorbed in a weighed soda lime tube. 





Tue SALE oF PaTEeNnT MEDICINES.—In respect to 
the sale of patent medicines, we might advan- 
tageously take a lesson from the Japanese. We 
learn from the first report of the Central Sank 
tary Bureau of Japan, just issued, that they 
bave established a public laboratory for the 
analysis of chemicals and patent medicines, 
The proprietors: f patent medicines are bound 
to present a sample, with the names and propor 
tion of the ingredients, directions for its use, and 
explanations of its supposed efficacy. During 
the year there were no fewer than 11,904 appli- 
canis for license to prepare and sell 148,001-pe 
tent and secret medicines. Permission for the 
preparation and sale of 58,638 different kinds 
was granted, 8,592 were prohibited, 9,918 were 
ordered to be discountenanced, and 70,943 re. 
mained still to be reported on. The majority of 
those which were authorized to be sold were of 
no efficacy, and but few were really remedial 
agents. But the sale of these was not prohibited, 
as they were not dangerous to the health of the 
people. If similar regulations were put in force 
in this country, it is probable that the sale of 
several patent medicines would be put a stop to, 
—English Pharmaceutical Gazette, 


Cocoanut Om.—The commercial oil is often 
adulterated with mutton suet, beef, marrow, or 
other animal greases, sometimes also with the 
oll of sweet almonds and wax. The oil, falsified 
by these substances, does not completely dis- 
solve in cold ether. The ethereal solution is 
muddy, like that given by pure butter, The oll 
thua falsified has a taste and an odor less agree- 
able, a color rather grayish than yellowish, and 
has less consistency. The melting point is the 
best method of ascertaining the purity. Adul- 
terated with greases or tallows ths oil melts at 
26 to 28 dég.C. With ofl of sweet almonds it 
melts at 23 deg. C. 


Corrzr Parmmt.—A copper paint is made in 
Paris from spongy copper deposited by the gal- 
vanic battery, mixed with a varnish. The sol- 
vent of the varnish is benzine. The copperis 
very pure and is easily pulverized, and, when 
mixed with the benzine varnish, may be applied 
to iron, brass, plaster,or wood. When mixed 
with oils the copper acquires an antique green 
hue. 


GELATINE IN VaRNIsH.—By the evaporation of 
the @icohol and the absorption of water, alco- 
holic varnish often becomes spongy and dull. It 
is said that gelatine in narrow slips put into the 
varnish will prevent this. The gelatine will 
readily absorb the water in the varnish. 


On THE RecoeniTion AND Estimation oF Tr 
TaNium.—A. Weller recommends peroxide of 
hydrogen as a reagent in testing for titanic acid. 
A few drops of the peroxide added to 1co of 8 
sulphuric acid solution of titanic acid will pro- 
duce an orange-red color, when as much as oné 
milligram of the acid is present, and a distinct 
light yellow color when 0.0001 grms. is present. 
Only when the amount is equivalent to 0,0002 
arms. the reaction ceases to be distinct. This 
reaction is employed for a quantitative colori 
metric determination of titanium, and gives 
very good results in as much as the titanium can 
be determined in the presence of zirconium, tal- 
talum and niobium. When, however, vanadic or 
molybdic acid is present, great care must be ¢x 
ercised, as these acids are also colored whea 
H,0, is added to a solution containing them. 





New WEIGHTS AND MEASURES IN TURKEY.—By 
@ decree of the Sultan the metric system of 
weights and measures came into force in Turkey 
on March 1, 1882, the equivalents of the old and 
the new weights and measures being stated as 
follows: The unit of length, the archine, to be of 
the length of tke meter. The archine is divided 
into 10 parmaks (inches); the parmak into 10 
khats (lines); and the khat into 10 noktas 
(points). The mill is equal to 1000 archines, and 
the pharvagh is equal to 10 mills. The pharoagh 
is also estimated as a two hours* journey. The 
unit of square measure, or the new deunum, 
contains 100 square archines, the djerib contain- 
ng 100,000 square archines. The sultchek isa 
new unit of capacity or cube measure, whose 
sides are equaltoaparmak. The kile contains 
10 sultcheks, the sultcheks 10 koutons, and the 
kouton 10 zarfs. In weights the new ock is di- 
vided into 100 drachmas, the drachma into 10 
denks, the denk into 10 boughdais, the boughdais 
into 10 habbes (grains). The new batman con- 
tains 10 ocks, the kantar is divided into 10 bat- 
mans, the tckeki into 10 kantars. 








CONVERSION OF ALIZARINE BLUE INTO a SOLU- 
BLE State.—The Baden Aniline Company, of 
Ludwigshafen, mix up the commercial alizarine 
blue in its ordinary form of a paste (containing 
10 to 12 per cent. of actual coloring matter) with 
25 to 30 per cent. of a solution of bisulphite of 
soda at 49 deg. Tw., and the mixture is left to 
soak for8tolidays. It is then filtered; the 
blue which has not been dissolved remains upon 
the filter, and is used in a second operation. 
That which passes through the filter may be used 
at once for dyeing; or it may be obtained in the 
form of a crystailine powder by mixing it with 
common sa]t and evaporating at a low tempera- 
ture. Thesolution is ef a reddish brown, and 
deposits alizarine blue if treatec with strong 
acids or alkaline carbonates. The same result is 
obtained by heating the soluble alizarine blue to 
70 deg. to 80 deg. C. To this soluble blue may be 
added acetic or tartaric acid, and even salts of 
lime, without decomposition or the formation of 
lakes.

—‘Metallic peroxides have been manufactured 
previously by the addition of chlorine to solu- 
tions of the soluble metallic salts, but I manu- 
facture the peroxides by using a solution ef 
cream of bleaching powder, to which has been 
added some quicklime or hydrate of lime, so as 
te prevent the hydrochloric acid, which is also 
formed during the reaction, from attacking the 
peroxide after it is made, and the liberation of 
free chlorine. The quantities of bleach and 
lime used may be such that each gallon of water 
shall contain about 3 Ib. to 34 lb. of the raw 
materials, i. ¢., of the mixture of bleach and 
lime I take a suitable tub or vessel, the con- 
tents of which can be heated by steam or other- 
wise, and I put iato it chloride of lead in the 
proportion of two equivalents of chiorid » of lead 
for every two equivalents of bleaching powder 
which I have used. I then add boiling water of 
about four times the weight of the chloride of 
lead to be used. This quantity of water will be 
insufficient to dissolve the whole of the chloride 
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due at any time, ss quite an imporsant venture, 
and its completion will be watched with more 
than ordinary interest.

The Oil City Exchange adopted the fullowing 
general rule, Thursday morning, after much de- 
bate: Either party to a transaction may, at any 
time dur ng business hours, require the other 
party to deposit sufficient sums of money or oil 
to secure the transaction to a point ten cents 
per barrel distant from tne market price. If the 
market is below $1 per barrel. and if the market 
is above $1, then this distance to be ten per cent 
of the market price. When the call is made, 
the party in whose favor the oil may finctuate 
shall have the power to call in like manner for 
additional deposits of not less than five cents per 
barrel to maintain, but not exceed this margin. 
If such a call for deposits is made between 10 
A. M. and 3.30 P. M., the deposit shall be put up 
within half an hour from call; if after 3.30 P. M., 
then the deposit shall be made by 10 A. M., of 
the next business day. A failure or refusal to 
make the deposit within the specified time shall 
be considered a failure to fulfill the contract. 


Dispatches from Canon City, Col., last Wednes- 
day, state that oil of a superior quality has been 
discovered there, and that “the Land office has 
been overrun the past week with applicants for 
untaken lands, and every vacant lot has already 
been taken. The effect of the discovery on 
property in this section can hardly be over esti- 
mated should the further devel pments bear out 
the expectations already formed.”” The Denver 
Republican bas the following in reference to the 
discovery: ‘Tuere is excellent promise that pe- 
troleum will very soon be added to the material 
wealth of Colorado. Oil indications are found 
in many sections of the State, and petroleum of 
fine quality has been discovered in the Arkansas 
valley, in the vicinity of Canoa City. There are, 
however, but two or three oil wells in the State, 
and these have not been worked for some time. 
There is one well in Fremont county, nine miles 
south of Canon City. It is 1,448 feet deep and 
only five feet inthe sand rock. It produces oil 
of twenty-six degrees, Beaume gravity. There is 
another well, six miles north of Canon City, only 
eighty five feet in depth, producing shale oil of 
thirty-five degrees gravity, but in smal] quantity. 
There is no sand rock in this well, so far as can 
be learned, and the oil is forced up from below 
by the gas from the main body of petroleum at a 
greater depth. There is another well near Canon 
City, bored to the depth of 1,200 feet, in which 
there was a show of oil when the work was 
abandoned for the want of proper tools and ma- 
chinery required to go deeper. There are many 
places between Denver and Trinidad where 
there are unmistakable sigus of oil, and where 
competent judges believe it will be found in pay- 
ing quantities in the future. Lately very decided 
oil indications have been found on the Grand 
river, in the vicinity of Grand Junction, but no 
effort has been made to test the region. Other 
enterprises have offered inducements so tempt- 
ing that up to now capital could not be induced 
togoinooil. Gold, silver, coal and iron ab- 
sorb all the capital in Colorado, and oil will have 
to await its day. There is a great field with 
great money for the man or men of experience 
who w ll engage in this industry in this State.”

A Kussian Sulphur Deposit. 


A somewhat important industry for Russia has 
just been placed on a firm footing. Thipoff, 
Truse & Co. have been for some three years sink- 
ing a pit on the banks of the Volga, near the vil- 
lage of Luksera in the county Tetousha, with a 
view of winning the sulphur beds, and they 
have now been rewarded, at a depth of 210 feet 
by finding a stratum 7 feet thick. By boring 
around it they have come tothe conclusion that 
this layer extends over more than 5,000 acres of 
land, and will replace ail foreign sulphur, being 
equal in quality to Sicilian. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 
Sodic Chloride and Potassa. 


By Pror. J. Frrzpric Exisom, 


Perhaps in the long and varied list of chemical 
elements there are not two in such universal use 
and demand so little understood as those which 
form the caption of this article. Of the former 
scarcely a bottle on the shelf of the druggist but 
shows its presence; of the latter scarcely a crop 
can be raised without the presence of some of its 
varied forms. Having for a year past made 
many thousand tests of drugs for one of the 
societies in 
America, I have no hesitation in saying that 
sodic chloride contaminates more drugs than any 
element ag yet discovered by by chemists. Again, 
for two years or over, four State societies haye 
called in the aid of my laboratory and assistants 
for the purpose of more freely investigating the 
merits and efficacy of artificial f.rtilizers, and I 
feel emboldened to state that not a dealer or 
maker in the country get pay for all the potassa 
their goods contain, if they contain any, as the 


largest medical and druggist’s 


following will show. 


With reference to sodic chloride (NaCl) with 
the samples of drugs and medicines analyzed, a 
single liquid with alcohol as a base is to be found 
but contaius it; even homeopathic remedies are 
found impregnated with NaCl in sufficient quan- 
tity to reach with chemicals, but with the aid of 
a spectroscope the soda line showed very plainly 
where very sensible chemical tests failed to de- 
tect its presence as indicated by the lines of the 
spectra. I find upon a somewhat thorough re- 


search this element sodium is responsible for the 


seeming difference in results of analysis as re- 


ported by different chemists; 1n fact, I know that 
the minutest particle will disturb all other tests 
unless guarded a ainst. As already shown, 
sodium is everywhere present, but it possesses 
the peculiar property of very soon returning 
when removed by heat, as was proved in my 
laboratory many times, « thin wire of platinum, 
new and previously heated to redness, when 
allowed to cool showed,the yellow sodium lines 
at once, and had to be removed each time be- 
fore using. One three hundred thousandth part 
of a milligram shows up very plainly. It is also 
largely present in the air, and all bodies exposed 
show, when heated, the yellow soda lines. 

In a secluded corner of our workroom, the 
capacity of which was sixty c.c.,a mixture of 
lactose supposed to contain a very minute pro- 
portion of sodic chloride, the non-luminous, 
colorless flame of the lamp was observed through 
the telescope slit. But ashort time elapsed be 
fore the flame gradually turned yellow, giving 
the distinct sodium line lasting 10.32 minutes, 
then very gradually disappearing. Tuking into 
consideration the weight of the sodium—deter- 
mined afterwards by analysis of another sample 
it is easy to calculate that in one part,by weight, 
of air there is suspended 1-20,000,000th part of 
soda, and the reaction can be observed very 
easily in about one second. In this space of 
time the quantity of air, heated to the point of 
ignition by the flame, is found, from the rate of 
issue, together from the component parts of the 
flame gases, to be only about 50 c. c., or 0 0647 
gram of air, containing less than 1-2,009,000 of 
soda salts; it follows that the eye is able to see 
with the greatest ease quantities of these salts 
less than 1-3,000,000 of a milligram in weight.

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Sait of the Buffalo Lubricating Oil 
Works Against the Vacuum Oil Co. 


We gave last week a synopsis of the complaint 
in the action brought against the Vacuum Oil 
Co. of Rochester, by the Buffalo Lubricating Oi) 
Co. Reterring to this suit, the Buffalo Zrpress 
says: 

“The works of the Buffalo Lubricating Com- 
pany are situated close to those of the Atlas Re- 
fining Company, which over a year ago passed 
into the hands of the Standard. When the Buf- 
falo & Rock City Pipe Line was operated as an 
independent line by the former management of 
the Atlas, oil was brought from Buffalo for 10 
cents per barrel. Since the line passed under 
the control of the Standard the price demanded 
of independent refiners has been 25 cents per 
barrel, which is pronounced 10 cents in excess of 
the price allowed by the Free Pipe Line act, 
under which the line was built. It is probable 
that this will enter into the present case of con- 
spiracy, and the unlawful charge will doubtless 
have an important bearing in the testimony.

Curious Litigation over Sugar of Lead. 


In February, 1881, Marcellus Massey was 
Receiver in an action pending in the Supreme 
Court, and as such Receiver had 128 casks of 
sugar of lead placed in the hands of Lockwood 


& MeClintock, of No. 176 Pearl street, for sale. 


It appears by the papers on file in the Queen 
County Clerk’s office that by orders entered on 
February 23, 1881, said action was settled and 
discontinued, and that the Receiver, by order of 
the court, delivered to the Brooklyn White Lead 
Company whatever moneys and property he had 
in his hands, including an accepted order on 
Lockwood & McClintock to render their account 
to that company. The Receiver’s accounts were 
filed and adjusted, and the Recei er was dis- 
Messrs. Cullen, Bergen & Dykeman 
were the attorneys for the Brooklyn White Lead 
Company. This company instituted an action in 
the Supreme Court of Kings County against the 
Manhattan Chemical Company and Lockwood & 
McClintock to set aside the sale of 74 casks of 


charged. 





sugar of lead made by Lockwood & McClintock 
to the Manhattan Chemical Company, upon the 
grounds that the members of the firm were 
officers of the company, and in November, 1881, 
judgment was rendered in the plaintiff's favor, 
rescinding that sale. 

The Brooklyn White Lead Company and the 
Manhattan Chemical Company were both resi- 
dents of New Yerk, and an action would not lie 
in Kings County if the defendants objected. 
Therefore, an assignment by the Brooklyn White 
Lead ‘ ompany to Samuel A Avilla, of Brooklyn, 
was made, but it appears by the papers that he 
refused the 74 casks of sugar of lead (the market 
value of sugar of lead having depreciated) and 
commenced an action in the Supreme Court of 
Kings County, demanding from Lockwood & 
McClintock the proceeds realized by them on 
their sale of the 74 casks of sugar of lead to the 
Manhattan Company, which sale had been set 
aside ond declared null and void bythe former 
judgment of November, 1881. Although the de- 
fendents alleged, and it was admitted, that the 
74 casks were the identical ones adjudicated up- 
on in the first action, and pleaded the judgment 
in said action whereby they were ordered and 
directed to deliver the sugar of lead, yet on the 
26th of June, 1882, judgment was entered 
against Lockwood & McClintock for $8.042,99, 
the proceeds of the sale which a short time be- 
fore had been set aside as pull and void by the 
same court. Thus by two different judgments 
ofthe same court, and both still in force, the 
defendants were directed to deliver up the 74 
casks of sugar of lead, and also to pay the value 
of thesame. From the second judgment the 
defendants appealed. Thereupon g third action 
was commenced in the same court against the 
Manhattan Chemical Company for a conversion 
of the sugar of lead arising out of the sale the 
court ratified by the second judgment. The de- 
fendents in all the previous proceedings applied 
to the court for a stay until the appeal on the 
previous case could be heard, but this was re- 
fused. On March 24th of this year the third 
action came on for trial,and although defen- 
dants pleaded and urged the two former judg- 
ments obtained for the same cause of aetion, yet 
on April 10th a third judgment was obtained for 
the further amount of $8,828 08, including costs 
and allowances, thus making three judgments 
for the one cause of action, something which . 
lawyers say, is unparalleled in the history of 
litigation, and which violates all well settled 
principals of jurisprudence, 
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The Conversion of Oleic Acid into Pal- 
mitic Acid Upon a Mannfacturing 
Scale.

In the manufacture of the so-called composite 
candles, as well as of the harder varities, known 
under the names of stearine, palmitine, stearic 
acid, etc., the raw material, whether it be tallow, 
palm oil, or any Other animal or vegetable fat, 
undergoes various processes, the main object of 
which isto remove the base glycerine, and to 
convert the neutral fat into a mixture of var‘ous 
fatty acids. 

These industrial processes, which all took 
their origin from the classical researches of 
Chevreul on the constitution of fatty bodies 
(researches which demonstrated the fact that all 
ordinary fats were really salts, chemically speak, 
‘ng, the ‘‘base” of which was glycerine), may be 
broadly classified as follows: 

1. Those in which the glycerine is displaced by 
a mineral base, usually lime, employed either in 
large quanties at about 100 deg. C., and at pres- 
sure little, if at all, exceeding that of the atmos- 
phere, or in smaller quantites (relative to the fat) 
at greater pressures. In either case a lime soap 
is produced, which is subsequently decomposed 
by sulphuric acid, the mixed fatty acids being 
liberated. 

2. Those in which water at a very high tem- 
perature, in the form of superheated steam ‘as 
in the various distillation processes), or uuder 
very great pressure, as in Tighmann’s method, is 
used to effect decomposition. 

3. Those in which boiling water at the atmo- 
spheric pressure is alone employed to decompose 
the fat, which in this case must be carefully 
treated with strong sulphuric acid, within very 
narrow limits of temperature and time, so ad- 
justed as to char and destroy the membranous 
envelopes of the cells containing the fat (which 
is then free to be acted on by beiling water), but 
not to discolor the fat itself to any extent. 


As is well known, the praccice of various man- 
nfacturers differ considerably, and not unfre- 
quently a combination of parts of two methods 
is actually employed. Glycerine has of late be- 
come such an important article of commerce 
that a very important element in the choice of a 
method is, which course of treatment will yield 
the most glycerine from the neutral fat. For this 
reason the autoclave process of De Milly is pro- 
bably the most largely used, in which one ton o 
neutral fat (usually mixed tallow and palm oil) 
is heated with 2 per cent of lime and 1-3 its 
volume of water to 8 atmospheres’ pressure for 
four hours. In other cases the fat is first treated 
with strong sulphuric acid, washed with water, 
and then distilled at about 303 deg C. with super- 
heated steam. 

When the fatty acids have been obtained, by 
whatever processes, they are usually too soft for 
any but the commonest kind of composite can- 
die, and two methods are chiefly employed,either 
separately or in combination, to separate the 
harder from the softer portions. The first is a 
precess of slow crystallization followed by 
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hydraulic pressure, by which the oily parts are 
squeezed out, and the second is fractional 
distillation in an atmosphere of superheated 
steam, when the first and last portions of the 
distillate contain most of the fluid oils. The ob- 
ject which the candle manufacturer sets before 
himself is to produce a maximum quantity of 
more or less white and hard fatty acids, and a 
minimum of the dark odoriferous oils, variously 
known as oleine, oleic acid, etc. It may be men- 
tioned in passing, that a ton of good tallow 
should yield roughly 1 cwt of glycerine, 9 owt of 
commercial pure steric acid, and 10 cwt of oleic 
acid. The hard portions of palm oil yield pal- 
metic acid in place of steric, and it is not at all 
unusual in practice to operate upon a mixture of 
tallow and palm oil. 

For many years it has been customary to con- 
vert this fluid by-product of the candle manu- 
facture into soap, and the soap thus produced 
has certain properties which render it specially 
valuable to textile manufacturers. It is, how- 
ever, almost useless for household purposes, in 
consequence of its unpleasant smell, ail at- 
tempts to deodorize the oleic acid having com- 
pletely failed, a remark that applies especially to 
that kind which has been subjected to distilla- 


tion. To the soapmaker himself, too, the con- 


version of this oleic acid into a saleable soap, 


simple as the operation may appear, presents 
difficulties which do not occur in the case of any 


other soap-making material known to me. 


Now, since oleic acid as a soap-making mate- 
rial is worth, perbaps, not much more than £20 
per ton, and since hard fatty acids for candle 
making sre worth from two to three times as 
much, it is obvious that any process of convert- 
ing oleic acid into such hard material should 
posse-s considerable industrial value, provided 
that the cost of conversion were not too great, 
and I feel bound to add, feeling keenly asI do 
the deficiency of the technical education of our 


workmen and sub-managers in this country. 


The process of conversion to which I now 
wish to direct your attention fulfills, I think, 
both these conditions, except when the price of 
tallow and palm oillis exceedingly low, and the 
demand for oleic acid soap at the same time un- 
usually great. It has been worked out industri- 
ally by the inventor, M. St. Cyr Radisson. I haye 
not had the advantage of studying it in his 
works, but I did see it in operation in Copen- 
hagen a few years ago. I am not aware whether 
it hag been worked in this country or no, and my 
attention has been attracted to it quite as much 
by its scientific interest as by its practical im. 


portance. 


As long ago as 1841, Varentrapp announced 
_that when oleic acid was heated with a great 
excess of caustic potash it was decomposed into 
palmitic acid, acetic acid and hydrogen, the 


acids, of course, forming potassium salts.

Eventually 
the soap undergoes igneous fusion, and at 290 
deg. C. begins to give off hydrogen. When 313 
deg. C. is attained, the escaping gases havea 
peculiar smell, very readily recognized. At this 
point it is necessary to suddenly stop the opera- 
tion, since if the heat were continued longer the 
materials would enter on the stage of ‘destruct- 
ive distillation.” In order to effect this stop- 
page, steam and water are introduced by a 
Giffard injector, and at the same time a door in 
the bottom of the cylinder is opened, by which 
the potassium palmitate falls into an open tank, 
where the soap and a quantity of water sufficient 
to melt it are heated together by a steam jet. 
After subsidence, the contents of the tank divide 
themselves into an upper layer of neutral potas- 
s'um palmitate and a lower layer of potash leys, 
usually about 18 deg. B. The neutral palmitate 
is removed to another vessel, and decomposed 
with sulphuric ecid. The last traces of potas- 
sium sulphate are removed by washing with 
water. At this stage the palmitic acid is ofa 
clear chocolate hue, and when cooled crystal- 
lizes in large tables. Its solidification point 
varies between 50 deg. and 54 deg. C., according 
to the nature of the oleines employed. It can be 
distilled with great facility in the usual appara- 
tus, and leaves only 3 per cent. of pitch. After 
distillation the palmitic acid is extremely white, 
and burns with a very clear smokeless flame, 
Moulded into candles, it compares very favor- 
ably with the best stearic acid; and when mixed 
with ordinary stearic acid it “breaks the grain” 
of the latter (i. ¢. destroys its tendency to crys- 
tallize), and gives jt a semi-transparency very 
valuable in the eyes of the candle manufacturer. 
Oleic acid which is the product of the distilla- 
tion of fatty bodies contains small quantities of 
hydrocarbons analogous to neutral petroleum. 
These distil over during the conversion of potas, 
sium oleate into palmitate, and are condensed in 
@ tower, furnished with transverse partitions, 
externally nearly across its diameter. A simple 
rectification makes them pure enough for ijlu-

Many experiments led him to the conclusion 
that his poor success was due to the want of 
conducting power for heat on the part of the 
sodium oleate, and to its comparative infusi- 
bility. Henee, although the potassium oleate 
melted at 280 deg C., and thus the whole con- 
tents of the converter speedily became home- 
geneous, all attempts to raise a mass of sodium 
oleate to that temperature throughout failed,the 
outer portions becoming decomposed, while the 
inner portions were still damp. In order, there- 
fore, to equalize the distribution of temperature 
and to retain the whole mass somewhere be- 
tween the limits of 191 and 318 deg C. sufficiently 
long for the reaction to be completed, recourse

Various liquids were then tried in which the 


sodium oleate could be either dissolved or me- 


chanically suspended in small particles, the 
mixture being well agitated. The choice of such 
liquids was limited, naturally, to those which 
would not be acted upon either by caustic soda 
or by oleic acid at that high temperature. 
Sodium acetate itself obviously fulfilled these 
conditions, but it was found to mix too well 
with the excess of soda necessary to effect the 
conversion, and both fell to the bottom of the 
converter, leaving the sodium oleate floating on 
the surface. 

The use of paraffine, however, was at- 
tended with complete success. When the 
sodium oleate and excess of caustic soda 
are added to paraffine the mass becomes 
completely fluid, and an equilibrium of 
temperature is speedily established throughout 
the whole mass. There is no fear of overheat- 
ing the sodium palmitate to its decomposition 
point, sirice that is higher than tho temperature 
at which paraffine distiise. The small quantities 
of paraffine which are unavoidably volatilized 
during the process are caught in a condenser, 
and the hydrogen evolved as one of the products 
of the reaction is so charged with hydrocarbons 
us to form a very good illuminating gas.

Lying on his chest along the boat’s deck, the fish- 
er with his water glass—a pane set in a box fitted 
with handles—looks down forty feet into the 
clear depths.

sinks a slender pole, sometimes fifty feet in 
length, fitted at the ‘end with a double hook. 
The sponge once discovered the hook is deftly 
inserted at the rocky base, and by a sudden jerk 
the sponge is detached to be brought up on deck. 
This curt description of what seems the simple 
work of sponge fishing gives no idea of the real 
skill and exertion needed. The eye of the fisher 
has to be trained by long experience to peer 
into the sea and tell the commercially valuable 
sponges from those that are worthless. He must 
have a deft ‘hand to {manage the swaying hook 
forty feet down so as to detach the sponge with- 
outatear. Above all, while doing this with one 
hand, he must manipulate with the other the 
water glass,as the waves sway it sideways and up 
and down. The strain on eye and body is most 
intense, tosay nothing of the cramped position 
and exposure to wind and wet which first and 
last make almost every sponge fisher a victim of 
acute rheumatism. Yet with all his arduous 
toil a faithful sponge fisher earns not more than 
$15 a month besides his ‘‘keep”’on the boat which 
barely deseryes the name of existence. 


All the Bahama waters abound in sponges of 
great variety, but many of them worthless for 
the market, Those that are good for nothing 
else are -often most beautiful for curiosities. 
They take most wondrous and striking shapes— 
now a4 cup, now an old-fashioned drinking horn, 
anon a great bunch of mossy,cup shaped growths 
and frequently foliated, like the tree coral.

Opinions differ as to whether it is best to break 
the large lumps of pyrites by manual labor or 
machinery.

Machinery 
does the work at certainly one-half the cost of 
manual labor; but manual labor plus the judg.

is to be preferred. It is a mooted point 
whether the ore should be riddled or not, before 
passing it on to the kilns. Really no bard and 
fast rule can be laid down upon this point. 
Manifestly it is of great advantage, if possible, 
to burn up large and small \together, saving both 
the cost of riddling and cost of a separable treat 
ment of the smalls. And with a large numberof 
ores—Westphalian, Norwegian, and Mason's 
Spanish, for example—this can be managed, 
provided that the breaking of the stone is well 
done. It may be mentioned here that no caus 
of bad burning of ore is so common astheal- 
lowing large lumps to go into the kiln. Notonly 
do green kernels of raw pyrites remain in the 
center of the pieces, but when they come in thelr 
turn down to the bars, these lumps refuse to 
drop out, on account of their size, and probably 
disorganize the whole arrangements.

Naphtha Wells in Turkistan. 


The last number of the Jevestia of the Russian 
Geographical Socletyigives interesting particulars 
of the naphtha wells in the province of Ferghana 
in Turkistan. There are no less than 200 wells 
which are situated at the foot of both ‘mountain 
ridges that enclose the valley of Ferghana. One 
range of wells, twenty-seven miles long is situa 
ted on both banks of Narye, twenty miles north 
of |{Namangan. The other, ubout sixty-five 
miles long, is situated in theJlatitude of 
Maknaram, in the ‘districte of Narghilan and 
Khokan. There is a third intermediate group 
some thirty miles east of Andijan. The weils 
are situated in the limestones and [slates ‘of the 
“‘Ferghana level” of the chalk formation. The 
specific weight of the Ferghana naphtha is 0.905 
at 17 deg. Cels., 0.9517 at 28 deg., and 0.945 at 
43 deg.; it belongs therefore to the heavy min- 
eral oils. The heavier parts remaining after the 
evaporation of naphtha in open air are known 
under the name of khilk, and when mixed with 
sand give an excellent waterproof cement, some- 
times used by natives for irrigation canals, 
There are also mines of mountain-wax on the 
Koh-tube mountain, in the district of Namangan, 
anda very good mine of sulphur at Kharimduy- 
any.

POTASSIUM ACETATES. 

These are two in number, namely the 
neutral or mono-acetate and the acid or di- 
acetate. 

The neutral acetate is among the oldest 
salts whose composition was really under- 
stood, and was known to the alchemists 
under the names of tarlarus regeneratus and 
terra foliata tartari. They obtained it from 
the sap of various plants in which acetic 
acid exists comtined with potassium. They 
also discovered that when wood is calcined 
potassium carbonate is left, and this, when 
treated with vinegar again, gave the acetate: 
this readily explaining that the carbonic 
acid radicle is derived from a decomposi- 
tion of the acetic acid for potassium always 
remained the same. 

The salt may be prepared by any of the 
usual methods for making sodium acetate 
which shall be described later. If prepared 
by dissolving the carbonate of potassium 
in brown vinegar, it is advisable to add the 
carbonate judiciously, and that care be 
taken to keep the liquor not too alkaline 
by which means the formation of coloring 
matters by the action of the alkaline car- 
bonate will be avoided. 

Potassium mono-acetate is generally de- 
posited as a white foliated mass. The solu- 
tion is evaporated to dryness and cautious- 
ly fused, when the salt forms « white folia- 
ted crystalline mass. It is very soluble in 
water and very deliquescent. Its solubility 
is the following:

Acetate of potassium is less soluble in 
alcohol than water. From a concentrated 
boiling alcoholic solution it crystallizes out 
on cooling. It is precipitated from an al- 
coholic solution in the cold by ether. Car- 
bonic acid passed into the solution decom- 
poses the salt forming carbonate of potas- 
sium and acetate of ethyl—acetic ether. 
Dissolved in acetic acid it forms the acid 
salt potassium diacetate. 

The mono-acetate melts at 556 deg. F., 
and at ared heat is decomposed into ace- 
tone, hydrocarbons and other empyreumatic 
products, and a residue of carbon and pot- 
assium carbonate. When heated with pot- 
assium hyarate it excess in gives marsh- 
gas potassium, carbonate remaining

Heated with arsenious acid cacodyl is 
produced. This reaction is so decided and 
the alliaceous odor evolved so strongly 
marked that it forms one of the best tests 
for small quantities of acetic acid. By 
electrolysis the decomposition of the ace- 
tate gives iree methyl. 

Potassium acetate is employed in medi- 
cine as a diuretic. 

Chlorine gas dissolves in an aqueous s0- 
lution, forming a powerful though un- 
stable bleaching liquor, oarbonic acid gas 
being evolved during the reaction, 
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Potassium diacetate KO,H,0.,C,H,0,, 
was first formed by evaporating an equi- 
valent solution of potassium acetate in 
acetic acid in vacuo. Subsequently it was 
found to be readily formed by dissolving 
the mono-acetate in an excess of acetic acid 
and evaporating to dryness; the salt crys- 
tallizes in fine needles or oblate rhombic 
prisms as the evaporotion takes place 
rapidly or the reverse. 

AMMONIUM ACETATE. 

The spiritus mindereri of the pharma- 
copia, the neutral acetate of ammonia NH, 
C,H,0, is a white inodorous salt. It is 
obtuined by saturating glacial acetic acid 
with dry ammonia gas. It is very difficult 
to obtain this salt in the crystalline form 
on account of its aqueous solution giving 
off ammonia when evaporated, thus becom- 
ing converted into the acid salt. When 
heated it evolves first ammonia, then acetic 
acid, and lastly acetamide (C,H,ONH,). 
It melts at 192 deg. F., inclosed over oil of 
vitriol it loses 9 per cent of its weight and 
becomes converted into the acid salt. 

In medicine it has long been used as 
a diaphoretic. 

It was formerly obtained by saturating 
distilled vinegar with carbonate of am- 
monia, The method now adopted is to 
reduce carbonate of ammonia to powder 
and add it gradually to acetic acid until a 
neutral solution is formed. 

AMMONIUM DIACETATE, 

When equal weights of ammonium chlo- 
ride and potassium acetate are distilled to- 
gether at a moderate temperature ammonia 
is first eliminated, and afterwards am- 
monium diacetate distils over in the form 
of an oily liquid, which solidifies into aci- 
cular crystals, which are deliquescent and 
dissolve in all proportions of water and 
alcohol 
2NH,Cl-+-,KAc=NH,+NH,Ac,OAc-+-2KCl. 

Dry ammonia transmitted into the fused 
diacetate converts it into the solid neutral 
acetate.

Diacetate of ammonia forms striated 
prisms fusible at 168 deg. F., which sublime 
unchanged at 248 deg. 

Zinc acetate may be prepared by dis- 
colving metallic zinc, zinc oxide or car- 
bonate in acetic acid, or by the decom- 
position of zinc sulphate by acetates of 
lime or lead similar to the acetates of 
manganese, The salt is obtained in the 
first three instances by evaporation and in 
the latter after agitating the mixture, filter- 
ing and evaporating the filtrate. It crystal- 
lizes in flexible opalescent six sided tables 
which effloresce slightly in the air. These 
crystals contain three equivalents of water 
when deposited from cold solutions, but 
only one equivalent when formed from 
concentrated hot ones. 

Technically the best recipe is to dissolve 
four parts sulphate o¢ zinc and five and a 
quarter acetate of lead each in four parts 
of hot water, mixing the solutions agitat- 
ing, and after the lead has deposited 
drawing the clear liquor off to evaporate 
and crystallize. 

SODIUM ACETATE 
Is formed by dissolving carbonate of 
soda in acetic acid,evaporating the solution 
and setting the liquor aside to crystallize. 
The crystals are oblique rhombic prisms 
soluble in three parts of cold, in a less 
quantity of boiling water and in five of al- 
cohol, Their composition is NaC,H,0.+- 
:H,0. When the salt is exposed in dry 
air it Joses its three parts of water, but 
regains them again in a moist atmosphere, 
After being melted this salt is deliques- 
cent and takes up 7 equivalents of water; 
it then becomes a liquid supersaturated 
solution, which crystallizes with evolution 
of heat immediately a fragment of dry or 
crystallized sodium acetate is thrown into 
it. On the manufacturing scale the process 
most generally adopted is to distill any of 
the cheaper acetates in 500 gallon stills 
with sulphuric or other acids, and saturate 
the acid vapors evolved with sodium car- 
bonate. The solution of rough acetate of 
soda is then filtered and pumped into the 
evaporating pans which are so constructed 
as to offer as much heated surface as pos- 
sible, so that one man can keep the con- 
tents in brisk agitation. The temperature 
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should never rise higher than 700 dég: F., 
and in drying the avetate of soda 670 deg. 
F. is the temperature required. 

Sodium acetate is used with great suc- 
cess for the preservation of animal and 
vegetable substances. It consists in the 
use of powdered acetate of soda instead of 
chloride. To keep meat fresh it is placed 
in a cask with layers of acetate of sodiam 
interposed between the layers of meat in 
the proportion of one fourth of the weight 
of the meat. In summer the action of the 
salt is immediate, in winter it is necessary 
to place the casks or barrels in a room 
heated to 48 deg, F. As the salt abstracts 
the wuter from the meat the cask is turned 
about. The operation is complete in about 
forty-eight hours, and the meat may then 
be packed with its pickle or may be dried 
in the air. If the casks are not full they 
may be filled up with a fresh pickle made 
by dissolving,one part of acetate of soda in 
three parts of water. When the pickle is 
drawn off from the meat half the salt is 
deposited and may be used again. 

Meat which has been thus treated is pre- 
pared for cooking by steeping for at least 
twelve and not more than twenty-four 
hours according to the size of the piece in 
tepid water, to which a small quantity of 
sal ammoniac has previously been added. 
The salt decomposes the acetate of sodium 
which remains in the ment forming sodium 
chloride and ammonium acetate. The 
meat swells and resumes the color and re- 
actions of fresh meat. Animals particularly 
fish and poultry may be preserved entire 
for market purposes in a pickle of acetate 
of soda; the only precaution necessary be- 
ing the removal of the intestines. Under 
the influence of the pickle the meat looses 
about one-fourth of its weight, and another 
quarter disappears when is dried. The 
process is also very well adapted to the 
preservation of vegetables. Taese generally 
loose thereby five-sixths of their weight. 
When needed for use it is only necessary 
to soak them twelve hours in water, and 
then cook them as if entirely fresh. It is 
necessary to scald vegetables until they 
lose their stiffness before applying the 
acetate of soda, After being twenty-four 
hours in the pickle at the temperature of 
66 deg. F., they are drained or pressed, 
then dried in the air. Potatoes must first 
be steamed as they are not readily pene- 
trated by the acetate of soda liquor. All 
articles of food prepared by this process 
should be kept in a dry place as they 
would otherwise absorb moisture very 
quickly. 
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Blast Farnace Gases as a Source of 
Ammonia. 


The question of recovering ammonia 
from blast furnace gases and other new 
sources, such as Siemensand Wilson gas 
producers, seems likely to assume very 
considerable importance in the immediate 
future. Asa contribution to the subject, 
Mr. Robert R. Tatlock, F. R. 8. E., F. 0. 
S , ete., recently devoted to its considera- 
tion alarge portion of his inaugural ad- 
dress as President of the Chemical Section 
of the Philosophical Society of Glasgow. 
After referring to the enormous quantity 
(250,000 tons) of Peruvian guano con- 
sumed per aznum in the United Kingdom, 
about a quarter of a century ago, when 
that commodity was very rich in ammonia } 
containing 15 to 18 per cent., and to the 
great falling off in the quality of the guano 
as now imported, he remarked that the 
price had advanced to such an extent that 
the substance was now selling at about £21 
per ton as compared with £12 per ton, and 
the result had been that the increasing de- 
mand had also stimulated the production 
of ammonia from other sources; indeed, 
every available source had been eagerly 
tried. Not so very many years ago the 
ammoniacal water obtained in the destruc- 
tive distillation of shale and coal in'the 
manufacture of paraffine oil and gas, was 
regarded as a waste product, and, in ‘fot, 
as a Buisance; whereas it was now not'only 
universally utilized, but it was in some in- 
stances the main source of profit. It had 
long been known, he said, that amiinia 
existed to an appreciable extent in’the 
waste gases of blast furnaces, as it slab’ ex- 
isted in fhe gageons products of gontbys. 
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tion of all coais; but the mechanical diffi- 
culties in the process of recovering it were 
so great that it was not attempted until 
quiie recently, when the enterprising iron 
firm of Gartsherrie (Messrs. William 
Baird & Co.) erected large and costly ap- 
paratus for condensing it in the form of 
ammoniacal liquor, as well as the tar which 
distills off from the coal in the upper part 
of the blast furnace. When it was con- 
sidered that an average furnace would con- 
sume 50 tons of coal per day, that each 
ton of coal burned gave 130,000 cubic feet 
of waste gases, having an initial tempera- 
ture, after leaving the furnace, of about 
500 deg. F., and that that enormous 
amount of hot gas, weighing about 4 tons, 
contained only about 6 pounds of am- 
monia, some idea could be formed of the 
difficulty which the pioneers of the new in- 
dustry had to contend with. The result 
was that at present 1 ton of sulphate of 
ammonia per day was being made at the 
Gartsherrie Iron Works with less than the 
spare waste gases from two of the furnaces; 
and it was said that the whole of the other 
furnaces belonging to the firm were, as 
quickly as possible, to be adapted for the 
recovery of the ammonia, But while the 
erection of that gigantic plant was going 
on, certain of the other Scotch iron mas- 
ters were not idle. They sought means of 
recovering the ammonia in other ways. 
More than one of them had experimented 
largely and successfully with the object of 
obviating the necessity of cooling the 
large volume of gas emitted from the fur- 
naces, their method consisting. of scrub- 
bing the hot gases, by means of various 
mechanical ‘arrangements, with a shower 
of sulphuric acid, producing sulphate of 
ammonia at once, which, however, was of 
a dark color unless much care was be- 
stowed on it in order to keep it clean. The 
latest news, however, with regard to the 
recovery of ammonia from furnace gases, 
was that a celebrated firm of iron-masters 
in the neighborhood of Glasgow had se- 
cured full patent rights for fixing the 
ammonia by means of sulphurous or other 
acid in the form of vapor or gas, which, 
naturally with the gaseous ammonia, at 
once formed a salt which was easy of con- 
densation and easily scrubbed with water, 
yielding a solution of some 60 deg. Twad- 
dell, instead of about 4 deg. Twaddell, as 
in the condensation method. The result- 
ing product consisted of a mixture of 
hyposulphite, sulphate, and sulphate of 
ammonia; but it must be borne in mind 
that, for some purposes, it was not neces- 
sary that the ammonia should be in the 
form of sulphate at all. Forthe Brunner 
and Mond ammonia-soda process, for ex- 
ample, the less sulphate present the better, 
inasmuch as, when distilled with lime in 
order to obtain the ammonia in a free 
state, the residue in the stills would con- 
sist of a solution of the soluble hyposul- 
phite and sulphite of calcium, instead of 
nearly insoluble sulphate. The amount 
of sulphate of ammonia annually con- 
sumed in this country forthe ammonia- 
soda process alone was now nearly 3000 
tons; and the amount was certain to in- 
crease, the value being about £56,000. 
One great advantage of the method de- 
scribed was that it required no sulphuric 
acid, the sulphurous acid being obtained 
by burning in a suitable kiln by means of 
the cold blast, the waste sulphurous 
** blaes,” which coald be had in Scotland, 
simply for the lifting, by the hundred 
thousand tons. It was not difficult to 
make an estimate of the prospec’ive amount 
of ammonia from that source, at least so 
far as Scutland was concerned, where 
there were probably as many as 130 blast 
furnaces capable of being adapted for the 
recovery of the ammonia without injury to 
the gases for heating purposes, such as 
firing the boilers and heating the blast. 
Each furnace consumed say 5) tons of coal 
per day, and each ton of coal was capable 
of yielding smmonia equal to about 265 
pounds of sulphate. That gave for each 
furnace about 1250 pounds of sulphate in 
the 24 hours, or 724¢ tons per day for all 
Scotland, or, for a year of 350 working 
days, 25,375 tons, the value of which at 
the present rates was nearly half a million 
sterling; and probably the blast furnaces 
working on coal in England were capable

This can be regarded as a combination of pro- 
toxide of lead (PbO) with the peroxide (PbO,) in 
varying proportions, and is a yellowish red to 
orange red pigment. 

Minium may be manufactured bytwe methods 
—the lead may first be changed into a pure car- 
bonate of lead or in silver litharge. Both inter- 
mediate products are equally well suited for 
minium, Lut, before use, they must be ground 
wet to the finest powder, which. after drying is 
again pulverized very fine. The ground mate- 
rials are now filled into sheet fron boxes. and 
placed into a kind of a reverberatory furnace, 
heated to dark red heat, and maintained at this 
temperature for about 12 hours, during which 
time fresh air is freely admitted. The boxes are 
then withdrawn from the furnace and the ma- 
terial therein has assumed a more or less red to 
red brown color, and this product is crushed un- 
derthe edge mill; the entire operation is re 
peated three or four times, until the color is uni- 
form and possesses sufficient brilliancy. 

In some of the German minium furnaces; 
which are arranged ina different manner, the 
ground litharge is not exposed to glow heat in 
iron boxes in the hot furnace, but is placed upon 
the iron hearth-plate, a sort of reverberatory fur 
nace. 

A bright fire, without [smoke in the furnace 
not too high a temperature, and a plentiful ad- 
mission of air accelerate the formation of min- 
jum, which takes place in such a manner that the 
litharge, er if white lead was employed, 
the protoxide of lead, after the escape 
of the carbonic acid, absorbs still more oxygen, 
and, as above remarked, passed into a combina- 
tion of protoxide and peroxide of lead, which, 
in a chemically pure condition, consists of, lead 
90.7 plus 9.3 oxygen — 100.0, or protoxide of 
lead 65.12 plus 34.88 peroxide of lead — J00.0. 

Minium may without difficulty be produced of 
the same beauty in small as well as in large 
quantities by spreading very finely ground white 
upon a thin iron plate, and sustaining this plate 
for some time at dark heat, frequently stirring 
the white lead. 


MASSICOT, ALSO A PROTOXIDE OF LEAD,

The ordinary litharge either appears fas a red- 
dish or asa yellow powder, and this difference 
of color is simply caused by a different aggregate 
condition of the two sorts, since they are of the 
same composition when analyzed. Massicot is 
almost an obsolete pigment, and is consigned to

Linseed oil has continued in good demand 
during the entire week under review, and while 
for the most-part the orders have been for mod* 
erate amouuts there has been a fair sprinkling of 
large’ gales. Crushers are not anxious to make 
the transactions larger than buyers seem to re- 
quire owing .to the advancing tendency of the 
market and the feverish condition of the market 
for seed. Buyers are just beginning to realize 
their error in not purchasing more freely earlier 
in the season, but are ‘still gauging their orders 
by present and near by requirements. For city 
oiL.56c is now strictly bottom and an advance to 
57c 1s expected to be established before the end 
of the week if the market for seed at Chicago 
keeps up to the present quotations. Calcutta re- 
mains steady at 59@60c with a fairamount of 
basiness doing in moderate quantities. Western 
is now quoted here at 550, and a lot on the maz- 
ket wewere informed would not be sold under 56c. 
State oil is held at 56c but a lot was sold at 55c. 
For future delivery city crushers, asa rule, are 
cautious about making quotations,but 57c would 
probably be accepted for May deliveries. 

Crude cottonseed oil has been very guiet, and 
we hear of no transactions of consequence. 
“}here is not above 7.0 barrels now here, which 
may be nominally quoted at 402 43c, the latter 
price for strictly prime. The Memphis market 
is eleo-quiet, but only small lots are offering at 
92@38e at the mills. At New O:leans the mar- 
ket is unchanged, but there fs little doing, the 
crushers holding their production above the 
views of buyers. li would now be difficult tu 
place a large lot in this market except at a sac- 
rifice, there being two sellers to one buyer, and 
only ina small jebbing way is there any outlet. 

Summer yellow has also been very quiet dur- 
ing the entire week, about the only business 
doing being in jobbing parcels. The totul sales 
foot up about 400 bbis, most of which went at 
from 47c to 490, the latter price for strictly 
prime, but jobbing lots of cooking grades are 
held above this figure and may be quoted at 50@ 
62c. Asthe stock here is known to be large 
buyers are cautious and rarely make an offer on 
more than a 50-bbl lot. There is no demand 
for export, and shippers state they are not au- 
thorized to pay anything near the present quota- 
tions, and that they will wait until the 
market drops to meet their views,they appar- 
ently having confidence that they will be able 
to make purchases within their limits ere long. 
At New Orleans holders are not offering freely. 
but there being few buyers, husiness is almost at 
astandatill. At Memphis a similar state of af- 
fairs exists, but prices are held relatively higher 
than here. Winter oils are quiet and unchanged, 
only a light jobbing business being in progress. 

Cottonseed soap stock still continues in abun- 
dant supply, but there has been rather more 
doing the past week and the market may fairly 
be called steady at 244@2}4c, according to qual 
ity. At the inside figure, however, the sale 
would have to be in a large way.

We are reported 
sales of 75 tons ex-vessel at 734c and 10 tons 
from store at 7%0; Cochin is steady with sales 
reported of 5 tons from vessel at 914c and 3 tons 
from store at 9140 The total shipments of co- 
coanut oil afloat April 11th for the United States 
was 1000 tons against 545 tons for the same time 
last year.

Animal ana Fish Qlis. 

Prime lard oil has gradually dropped off dur- 
ing the week under review and is now weak at 
90c, but this appears to be considerably above 
the views of buyers who have to-day restricted 
their bids to 85c. Business, as may be imagined 
under these circumstances, is at a standstill, but 
there is a fair jobbing business in progress. The 
lower grade oils are unchanged and have a fair 
demand, bat with a further weakening of prime 
the price on No. 1 may be expected to weaken, 

Tallow ofl remains without change, but there 
is alittle less inguiry. The outlet is still suffi- 
clent, however, to absorb the supplies as re- 
ceived. 

Menhaden is without change, although it is 
doubtful if the market will bear the high quota- 
tions that have been given latterly. There were 
sales during the week of a couple of lots aggre- 
gating 290 bbls at a price not stated, but believed 
to be in the neighborbood of 50c. The balance 
of the supply is held at 50c, but it is now dcubt- 
ful if that price can be realized, owing to the 
néar approach of the fishing season. The fact that 
the lot of Japanese oil we mentioned last week 
is yet available to help eke out until new oil 
comes in makes the situation more favorable to 
the dealers. 

Cod oil remains about as before reported, ex- 
cept that the market is somewhat firmer owing 
to advices from St. John, which report the catch 
of cod smaller than usual, and that previous re- 
ports were exaggerated. Advices from Montreal 
state that the almost total failure of the Norway 
cod fishery bas caused a rapid advance in cod 
oil. The London market has none, and cable- 
grams are being received at all points where this 
article is likely to be procured. A considerable 
quantity has been purchased in that market for 
export. 

Seal oil is likely to rule high, as the catch, 
although so far large, will all be required abroad. 
“It was expected,” says the Montreal Herald, 
“that the reported large take of seals would have 
caused a considerable decline in the price of seal 
oil, but telegrams received state that large sales 
have already been made for Hamburg, and, as 
all the markets in the United Kingdom are bare 
of stocks, good prices are likely to rule for some 
time. Sales of new steam refined have been 
made in Newfoundland at equai to 68c cash per 
gallon, and we learn that 70c is asked for favor- 
ite brands to arrive.”’ 

Sperm oil has been selling to a fair extent at 
New Bedford, as will be seen by reference to our 
New Bedford report. Whale has been quiet. 
Here there are about 1700 bbls of late catch 
Arctic whale, which will probably be sold for 
export. Kefined is held very firm owing to the 
strong market for crude. The demand is rather 
light, but is as good as could reasonably be ex- 
pected. The stock of crude sperm at New Bed- 
ford is now reduced to about 13,000 bbls, and of 
whale to 5,500 - 

Saponified has been in fairly active jobbing 
demand, and dealers are disposed to ask 60c for 
small lots, but in fair quantities 58c is still ac- 
cepted. We note sales of 350 bbls at 58@60c. 

Elaine has been rather quiet, there being only 
small lots called fer, but the market is firm and 
we note sales of 125 bbls at 57@58c. In a small 
way some dealers ask an advance on these fig- 
ures. There was a lot of 40 bbls offered at 56c, 
which, up to the close, had not been disposed of, 

but is not in a regular dealer’s hands.

Paraffine oils have been in good request the 
past week and most manufacturers adhere 
pretty closely to their quotations, but neverthe- 
less there is considerable variation in the price 

at which the several grades of oils may be ob- 
tained in this market. For 23 and 24 gravity 
oils 23 @24c is asked, but they may be obtained 
at 20c by close buyers. The principal demand 
is still for 25 gravity oils which, however, vary 
most in price, some producers insisting upon 20c 
for choice oil, but good oil may readily be ob- 
tained at 190, andasample was shown us for 
which 18cwould be accepted. For 28 gravity 
140 is generally asked, but there are liberal offer

are reported. There is considerable 30 gravity 
oil in the market which may be had at 10@120, 
the latter price for very fair oil. 

Black oils are probably rather more unsettled ; 
than any of the other lubricating oils, if we ex- 
cept cylinder stocks. There is now very little 
call for any except the summer oils, and these 
may be had all the way from 6@7%4c._ An oil of 
very fair quality is offered at 6440 and this is 
having a good sale. At 6c the oil does not meet 
with favor, buyers preferring to pay the }¢c ad- 
vance and take the better oil which latter is 
claimed to give satisfaction in every respect. A 
small lot of low grade was sold early in the week 
under review, under 6c, but the full particulars 
did not transpire. 

Cylinder stock has been in good request the 
past week, but owing to the sharp competition 
for trade there is considerable variation in price 
and some lots of light filtered 600 degree fire test 
oils have been offered at 23c, but 24@25c is the 
average price, and from that up to 28¢ is claimed 
by some dealers. The majority of dealers, how- 
ever, quote their best oil at 25c. Dark oil of 6CO 
degree fire test is quoted at 16@20c, and at the 
latter figure a really good oil is readily obtain- 
ableable. Lower test oils—say 550 degree fire 
test—is not in favor, and the price quoted varies 
from 2 to 4c below the higher degree, according 
to color and quality. 

Neutral oils have a good outlet,but the business 
is somewhat restricted by the small supply of 
strictly bloomless oil to be found in this market. 
The weather has latterly been very unfavorable 
to its production, and supplies have been readily 
placed as fast as received. For strictly bloom- 
less 34 gravity 37}¢c has been paid the past week, 
and more could have been placed at the same 
figure. There are lots to be had at 35c, but they 
are said to be a trifle off. For 37 gravity bloom- 
less 25c appears to be the price. For oils not 
bloomless there is a fair demand, but the supply 
being ample prices in these are not as firm, and 
these are offered all the way from 14c to 20c, 
according to gravity and quality in other re-

Vil Regions Report for the Week. 

(Special to the O11, Paint AND Drua. Reporter.) 
Braprorp, Pa., April 24, 1883. 

The events of the past week in the oil trade 
have been somewhat interesting, though by no 
means exceedingly important. During the first 
two days, Wednesday and Thursday, the fluctu- 
ations in prices were rapid, and heavy exough to 
make room for gains or losses to suit almost any 
person. Friday, howeverthe market descended 
into a groove at 94c, out of which ft apparently 
did not intend to move, even though such chronic 
bulls as Capt. Jones were on deck giving sub- 
stantial reasons why we should have dollar oil 
forthwith. Nearly all dealers here believe in 
better prices in the near future, and when an ad- 
vance of 2}44c a barrel occurs, such as was ex- 
perienced on Wednesday last, from 9344 to 96c, 
the whole force gather on one side and proceed 
to insert vim into the, wind) movement, anda 
boom is on. Some how or other these latter day 
booms do not stick. There seems to be oil 
ehough somewhere to satisfy the trade, for 
whenever an advance of a cent or two occurs, 
the wicked bulls bevome heavily packed with it. 
They love it, however, and seem to possess an 
inordinate desire for defraying the expenses of 
Bostwick and others, in the form of big storage 
and carrying rates. 

Friday and Saturday were two of the dullest 
and most disgusting days the trade has witnessed 
for several months. The clearances at the ex- 
changes of the region were much smaller than 
usual, and the fluctuations in the market were 
confined to about gc. On Saturday they did 
not even equal this amount during the entire 
day, and during the afternoon, the variations did 
not exceed 140, Notwithstanding th's fact it is 
predicted ‘by goed and substantial men of the 
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trade that we are on the verge of a heavy move- 
ment which ‘wili inaugurate in Oil City and 
spread throughout the entire domain of the 
business. It is said that an effort will first be 
made to force prices helow the present standard, 
after which they will be driven like a rocket to 
$125. However this may be in the mind of the 
“inaugurators,” it may be found to be a very 
difficult task to make a success of such an under- 
taking. It is true 
THE SITUATION 
in the producing fields would warrant the suc- 
cess of almost any such attempt. The daily 
yield of the whole region ‘continues to decline 
even in the face of the increase in Forest county 
and the increase in operations in the Alleghany 
field, andalsoin Bradford. It should be re- 
membered, however, that the production of 
Bradford cannot be sustained by the speedy 
drilling of all the territory left within its exten- 
sive limits. That which has yet to be driiled 
lies on the outskirts, and is at best very light. 
One hundred new wells in this district would 
not yield to exceed 800 barrels per diem for the 
first 30 days ef their existence. Then, more- 
over, while this is true, there is also one other 
fact worthy of mention. Many of the old wells 
do not yield two barrels of oil per day, and 
many thatare now producing from 4 to 7 in six 
months hence will occupy positions on the 2 and 
3 barrel list. Bradford’s 34,000 barrels a day 
must therefore continue to decline until, like all 
of its predecessors in the oil-producing business, 
it has flickered for the last time. Thetield on the 
first day of January, 1884, cannot be accorded 
25,000 barrelsa day. Alleghany county, N. Y.‘ 
is following the same suit. Considerable drilling 
is being done in the southern part of that field, 
but the wells are doing the lightest ever yet 
found in the district. As a consequence, it can- 
not be expected that the total yield can be main§ 
tained any great length of time at its present 
rate, which is about 11,000 barrels daily. All 
the outlying territory surrounding both districts 
has been most thoroughly tested, so that, with 
the exception of the Sugar Run section (which 
lies west of the Quintuple tract, Bradford field), 
where some slight extensions will, doubtless, be 
made, there is no prospect of enlarging the pro- 
ducing area or boundary, as at present defined. 
But the great problem which every oil man 
would devote his last cent and buttons to solve, 
is that mystery down in 
FOREST COUNTY. 

This field has caused so} much discussion that 
every person interested in oil is thoroughly post- 
ed regarding each and every venture completed: 
The Cooper tract, Porcupine run and Balltown 
have commanded the undivided attention of the 


entire tradefor three months and they are still 


objects of great interest. Opinioa is somewhat 


divided as to the possible outcome—as to the 


quantity the whole district will produce at. its 


acme, The Cooper tract contains nearly 1,000 
acres of land, divided into parcels which are 


owned by various parties, among whom are the 
firms of Melvin, Walker, Shannon & Co.; the 
Union Oil Co.; The Forest Oil Co.; the McCal- 
mont Oil Co.; Clark & Foster, and a few other 


smaller concerns. On Tuesday last there were 


43 wells producing on the tract and two owned 
by Davis & Murphy ona strip of land lying im 
mediately west, which made 45inall. These in 
in the aggrrgate were yielding 3540 barrels on 
tbat day. Two days later they were doing 250 
barrels less. This indicates a serious deprecia- 
tion in the supply, and the probability also that 
further drilling there will not succeed in swelling 


the aggregate to any great extent. This pool is, 


beyond question an extension ‘to the southwest 
ef the Sheffield development, and doubtless 
wells of fair magnituue will be obtained along 


the course all the way through the belt to the 
north-eastward from Cooper, but is extremly 


limited as to diameter. ,Between the two sec- 
tions there is a strip of territory about 2 miles in 


length whese value seems to depend consider 


ably upon the result of the Porter well, which is 


located nearly midway between them, though 
somewhat closer to the latter than the former. 


This well found oil in the second sand, a charac- 
teristic of the eastern side of the whole belt or 
pool. It has not been drilled to the proper level 
for the third sand, asthe derrick was burned 10 
days ago by the ignition of gas. North of this 
venture the same gentleman produced a heavy 
gas well last summer which condemned the belt 
theory for a season. Southwest of the Cooper 
tract the probability of extending the limits of 
the pool does not seem bright. In fact it is 
quite satisfactorily determined that the bound- 
aries have been fully established. The Grace 
well on warrant 3193, located ‘on a proper line, 
was completed last week and abandoned as a 
failure. The whole pool, therefore, from the 
Sheffield end south, measures in length about 444 
miles, but does not average }4 a mile in diameter 
and is so spotted besides that a duster may b 

obtained within a stone’s throw of a good well. 

THE BALL TOWN POOL 

constitutes another of those peculiar develop- 
ments that require time and patience to outiine. 
From the Murphy wells on Porcupine Run to the 
Grandin wells on 5236, west of Balltown, the 
distance is about 24 miles, and judging trom the 
character of the wells: and the rock which furn- 
ishes supply they belong to one and the same 
group. Tue result of the Welch well on warrant 
5236 and the Murphy on a triangular strip of 
land immediately north, prove this theory. The 
Welch was completed about 10 days ago and 
started at the rate of about 200 barrels a day. 
The Murphy, of Galey, as it is sometimes called, 
was introduced on Wednesday last and was sim- 
ilar to the Welsh as regards capacity Those

The lat:er is 
now extending to the Allegany field and the 
former is making every effort possible to remove 
stocks at wells before the other succeeds in 
connections. 
tL perfectly natural and a matter in which 
the general public takes no —_— interest. 
The producers of Allegany and some sections of 
the Bradford field where these lines compete, 
are the only ones directly effected. To this com- 
petition however ma he ascribed the excess of 
runs witnessed of late, and this may be 
one of the reasons why capital is not used 
in laying in a stock of oil at present 
prices, The other reason, and the one having 
the most weight at all times is the fact that tne 
trade is burdened with a surplus of stocks that 
becomes almost alarming on first calculations— 
35,000,000 barrels on the surface, and nearly as 
much produced daily as consumed. This is the 
wark of the bears of the trade. They 
that granting a reduction of these stocks of 
10,000 barrels a day it would require more than 
a ie of years to even up and put the supply 
in shape to become dangerously,sbort. In the 
mean time the whole world, which has of late 
become an oil pele. judglog from reports that are 
circulated of new strikes and new territory, is 
open to the wildcatter who is abroad with all 
the stealthiness he can muster. Of the future it 
it is impossible to speak intelligently of course, 
but one thing is sure to follow: the daily con- 
sumption is destincd to increase largely. Should 
it continue at the same ratio of the past ten or 
twenty years—about 15 per cent per annum—the 
production would have to be largely increased 
or in less than five years there would not 
be a barel of oil above ground, and the 
article would retail at one dollar a gallon. 
Thisis the other side again. So it is presumed 
the contest will goon. On the side of the bears 
there is the possibility of the opening of some 
large field somewhere, in which case prices 
would certainly decline. On the other hand, all 
that appears above the horizon at the present 
moment favors the advance. Supply is failing 
and demand is increasing. New fields will 
doubtless be opened, but. deprived of a Bradford 
or a Butler county deposit, the chances of 
largely increasing the yield seem mighty slim. 
Ohio has been heard from within the past 
week. Thousands of acres have recently been 
leased for oil purposes. A few wells have been 
producing (there for the past 21 years, making 
fully of age, and of sufficient beauty to 
command the respect of Pennsylvania operators 
short of territory. Of this field something may 
be related in future. 
From all that appears, therefore, it is about 
an even thing in the battles of the exchange 
The past week, for the most part, has 
been dull, as the sales and scale of prices as 
given below will indicate.

Convicted of Selling Undertest Oils. 


An Associated Press despatch from Batavia 
states that Newman J. Nobles, an oil dealer of 
that village, was convicted on Wednesday last 
in the Court of Sessions on an indictment for 
selling kerosene oil of an inferior quallty, in vi- 
alation of chapter 292 of the laws of 1882, which 
makes it unlawful to sell or give away for illum- 
inating purposes any oil or burning fluid that 
will not stand a flash test of 100 deg. Fahrenheit, 
according to the instrument and methods ap 
proved by the State Board of Health. On the 
night of October 4 last the dwelling 
of Mrs. Norris Gay, at Batavia, was 
destroyed by fire, and her daughter 
Ellen was burned to death. The accident was 
caused by the talling of a lamp from Mrs. Gay’s 
hand, while she was moving about the house: 
Striking the floor the lamp was broken and the 
oil ignited. The State Board of Health, learning 
of the casualty, Albert L. Colby, of New York, 
an inspector, was sent to investigate the origin 
and cause. He learned that Mrs. Gay purchased 
the oil from Henry B. Delano,a grocer, who 
bought it from N. J Nobles. The inspector se- 
cured samples of oilfrom the same barrel from 
which the oilsold to Mrs. Gay was drawn, and 
sent them "securely sealed in] quart bottles to 
Prof. 8. A. Lattimore, of Rochester, who applied 
the authorized test. The oil did not stand a 
higher flash test than 80 deg., and when a tem- 
perature of 85 deg. was {reached there was an 
explosion which blew of,the cover off the oil-cup 
of the instrument. Consequently Mr. Oolby 
swore out a warrant against Mr. Nobles, and he 
was arrested on Dec. 20. An examination was 
had before a justice of the peace who discharged 
Nobles on a technicality. In March the case was 
presented to the Grand Jury and Nobles was 
indicted. His trial began Tuesday, the people's 
case being conducted by William P. Prentice, of 
New York, attorney for the State Board of 
Health, while the prisoner was defended by the 
Hon. George Bowen. It was understood that it 
was to be a test case and was carefully tried. It 
was the first case to come to trial under the new 
law. 

The testimony elicited by the prosecution is 
given substantially inthe narrative above. For 
the dofendant the testimony disclosed that 
Nobles bought the oil from the Phenix Oil Com- 
pany, of Buffalo. The secretary of the company 
testified that the oil was tested by an in- 
spector of the Buffalo Fire Department,in lots of 
500 barrels, and that he (the witness) branded 
the barrels with the inspector’s stamp. The oil 
sold by Nobles flashed at a temperature of 104 
deg. But the instrument was not the same as 
that adopted by the State Board of Health. Dr. 
Robert G. Love, of New York, an inspector of 
the State Board of Health, testified in rebuttal 
that the instrument used in Buffalo was not a 
correct one, and that oil would not flash at so 
low a temperature under that test as under the 
authorized test. The case was given to the 
jury this afternoon, who returned in 45 minutes 
with a verdict of “guilty.”’ Sentence of the pris- 
oner was deferred and the case will probably be 
appealed. It will be fought in the higher courts, 
however, by the Board of Health, who are de- 
termined to test the validity of the law. 
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Galician Petroleum. 


BY A, NAWRATIL. 

The autbor examined eighteen samples of pe- 
troleum from Galicia, in the chemical laboratory 
of the University of Lemberg, by the following 
processes:— 

Up to 300 deg. the distillation was conducted 
inaglass retort holding about 500 v.c., and in 
this way always about 400 grms. of petroleum 
was distilled over. The vapors were condensed 
ina small Liebig’s condenser. The products 
passing over at from 300 deg. to 400 deg. were 
distilled in a vessel of 200 c.c. capacity, and 
condensed in a long glass tube. The residual tar 
still contained products which distilled at above 
400 deg., and which were ovtained by complet- 
ing the distillation in a retort of difficultly fusible 
glass, and also condensed in a long glass tube. 
The sticky, but, at ordinary temperatures, firm 
and doughy products, which cling to the sides 
and neck of the retort, and are incorrectly known 
as “petroleum gum” or “petroleum mastic,” 
were determined quantitatively by taking the 
difference in weight between the retort coated 
with this'gum and the apparatus emptied by the 
removal of the sticky mass, by melting out over 
a gas flame and washing with petroleum benzine. 
The quantity of coke was estimated as the differ- 
ence in weight between an empty dry retort and 
the same retort, which contained coke, after the 
termination of the complete analysis. The gases 
formed in the course of the distillation were de- 
termined as the loss, afier the sum of the pro- 
ducts obtained had been deducted from the 
actual quantity of crude oil taken for analysis, 
The weight of the empty dry cooling tube being 
known, every distillate was carefully weighed. 
The heavy oils were kept for some time in ice, in 
order to determine whether they separated paraf* 
fine. The separate distillates were collected at 
intervals of 50 deg., this being accomplished by 
the aid of L J. Kappeler’s thermometer for high 
temperatures up to 450 deg. The distillation was 
conducted over a small Bunsen burner witha 
single flame. Up to 250 deg. wire gauze was empluy- 
ed but above 250 deg. the heat of the flame was 
applied directly. The tar was at first distilled over 
a three-flame Bunsen burner, but later on it was 
heated by an air-blast flame, by which not only 
the bottom of the retort, but also its sides were

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the gas-flame was increased very regularly, very 
different results were obtained in oneand the 
same oil, there often being a difference of from 
two to five per cent. in the products which dis- 
tilled at 300 deg, and as much as 8 per cent. in 
those coming over at higher temperature, Each 
sample of petroleum was therefore analyzed 
three times, and the mean of the results taken. 


The specific gravities of the distillates were de 
termined with L. J. Kappeler’s areometers, in 


most cases at 15 deg. In those products, how- 


ever, which were at this temperature too thick 
or solid,’the determinations were made at 30 
deg., butialterwards calculated to 15dez. Be- 
fore being immersed in the fluid to be tested, 
areometers were washed in light petroleum ben 
zine and dried. The distillates from 150 deg. to 
300 deg. were mixed together. This mixture, 
which formed the real light oil, was treated with 
three per cent. sulphuric acid, then with water, 
and finally with two per cent. of soda solution. 
The oil thus refined was tested for ite flashing 
and burning points, and its specific gravity was 
determined. The determinations of flashing 
and igniting points were carried out in a little 
evaporating basin, which was placed on a double 
water-bath. The latter stood onan iron plate, 
which was warmed by a small gas-flame. A very 
accurate thermometer was placed in the oil, 
slowly warmed in this manner, The trials were 
made with a glowing splinter of woud. The re- 
sults of these labors are furnished by him in two 
tables of figures. The first is lengthy and gives 
the specific gravity of each product obtaind (at 
50 deg. to 100 deg., 100 deg. tu 150 deg., 150 deg. 
to 200 deg., 200 deg. to 250 deg., 250 deg. to 330 
deg., 300 deg. to 350 deg., 350 deg. to 400 deg. 
and above 400 deg) with the percentage pro- 
portions of gum, coke, and loss.

Tn the Galician oils even those which are en- 
tirely heavy, begin to distil at 40 deg., if they are 
analyzed while fresh from the spring. and are 
not altered by exposure to the air. All light 
distillates (excepting those quite light colored), 
distilling at 100 deg . assume a dark color with a 
blue reflection, after long exposure to the action 
of the air. Brownish-red distillates become very 
dark colored in time, and have a decided dark 
blue reflection. These distillates, if from oils 
where entirely heavy, possess a green reflection. 
The results show that the light petrolenms are 
rich in light lighting oils. Heavy petroleums, on 
the other hand, contain a larger proportion ef 
heavy parafiine oils. Some light oils, moreover, 
contain more benzine (distillate up to 150 deg.), 
others little benzine and heavy oils (distillate 
over 300 deg.), and therefore wore lighting 
petroleum. Some give light colored, others dark 
oils. Some are rich, others poor in paraffine. 
Some yield distillates of higher, others of lower 
specific gravity. Some yield more, some less 
coke. All these are circumstances upon which, 
singly, one can base no satisfactory explanation 
of the specific gravity of crude oll. The author 
proceeds to give examples, showing by a com- 
parison of the specific gravity of the crude pet- 
roleums that wholly light oils may be dark 
colored, and heavy oils of a lighter tint, never- 
theless, the hea7ier oils are, as a rule, consider- 
ably the darker. 

The amount of paraffine contained in the dis- 
tillates cannot also be measured with any ap- 
proach to aceuracy, by a determination of the 
specific gravity of the crude petroleum. Without 
a careful examination of the natural product, in 
addition toa determination of its specific gravity 
no certain opinion as to its nature can be pro- 
nounced—a matter of no small importance to 
the buyers of crude petroleum. It must be 
remembered, however, that results obtained in 
the laboratory, with small quentities of crude 
olls, differ greatly from those obtained on the 
manufacturing scale, and that they merely give 
an approximate idea by way of comparison, as 
to the quantity and quality of the distillation 
products likely to be obtained from the given 
crude oils when dealt with in the bulk. 


On comparing the analytical results obtained 
with crude petroleums from the same district, 
but from different shafts and pits, peculiar differ- 
ences were often observable, as, for instance, in 
two samples, Nos. 1 and 15, from Klenczany. 
No. 1 occurs at a depth of 189 metres, is light 
colored and transparent, specifically light (0.779)

It is at present difficult, if not impossible, to 
draw any conclusions likely to be of value from 
@ comparison of Galician petroleum, on the 
ground of the results here given, with petroleum 
from!America, Baku, Roumania, Burmah, etc., 
as allanalyses of American petroleum known to 
the author are very incomplete and unreliable, 
The American analyses are described so incom- 
pletely that it is often not possible to form an 
opinion how the distillations were carried on, 
whether on armall scale, in glass apparatus, or 
ona larger scale, in the furnace, and how the 
distillates obtained were separated. The state- 
ment of the specific gravity is mostly wanting, or 
very imperfectly given. American petroleum 
has also been examined in Europe; but these 
single samples are only described according to 
the name of the country from which they are ob- 
tained, as of ‘‘American,” “‘Caucasian,’’ ‘“‘Rou- 
manian,” etc., petroleum. Even American pe- 
troleums, however, can, be of very different 
origin. American springs furnish oils of very 
various specific gravities, from 0 936 to 0.785 
(H. Hofer, Petrol. Indust. Nordamer., Vienna, 
1877.) The same applies to Galician petroleum. 
That from Harklowa has a specific gravity of 
0.902, while petroleum from Kenczany possesses 
a specific gravity of 0,799, these being the outer- 
most members of the series of 18 samples ex- 
amined. 


Galicia farnishes many other varieties of petro- 
leum, however, some of which resemble the 
Rangoon oil of Barmah. Letny, Beilstein and 
others, as the result of their examination of 
samples, have classified Russian and American 
petroleums together, but Nawratil dissents from 
the conclusions of these investigators, although 
he admits the probability of the existence of 
some American oils, identical in respect to color, 
specific gravity and other physical characters, 
with Russian petroleum. It is very important to 
note whether a sample of petroleum to 
be analyzed is fresh from the spring, or 
{f it has already stood for some time. 
Petroleum In barrels gradually evaporates, thus 
losing the lighter products. A petro- 
leum which, when fresh drawn and for- 
warded to the author in a well-closed vessel, 
possessed a specific gravity 0°800 and yielded 
9°3 per cent.’of products distilling below 190 deg. 
had a specific gravity of 0°853, and contained 
only 0°5 per cent. of these products after it had 
been for a short time inan oaken cask. An oi! 
of 0°800 specific gravity after standing for one 
month fn an open porcelain dish, had a specific 
gravity of 0°895. It had become viscous, dark 
green, and only transparent when in very thin 
layers. In the fresh condition it was mohil-. 
brownish-red, transparent when a layer of 10 ¢« 
was held against the light, and with only a green 
reflection. 

These facts are extremely important, as they 
exercise great influence upon the nature of the 
results to be obtained in the distillation of an oil. 
Thus, two oils (Nos.2and 3)from the same 
stratum, and with almost identical physical 
characters, gave entirely different results upon 
distillation, No. 2 was collected in a pit 1 square 
metre wide, No. 3 in an 18cm. bore hole. In the 
former case the surface of evaporation is much 
larger, and the oil is heavier (sp. gr. 0°808) than 
in the latter case (sp. gr.of oil 0'800). The results 
obtained by Norman Tate with four different 
samples of American petroleum are similar to 
those obtained by Nawratil with Galician petro- 
leum. The latter remarks, therefore, that state- 
ments to th» effect that American petroleum 
yields 80 per cent. of refined petroleum, with a 
high igniting point, appear to be “‘ein amerikan- 
ischer Humbug.” 

The author is not aware of any analyses 
of Roumanian, Russian, and Hanoverian 
petroleums sufficiently reliable for compari- 
son with the results obtained with the 
Galician samples, and he expresses surprise that 
onthe ground of such insufficient and meagre 
information, attempts have been made to arrive 
at the origin, mode of formation and age of 
different kinds of petroleum. Only the most mi- 
nute chemical investigation, accompanied by 
careful geological inquiry, can be of any assist- 
ance in this direction. The manner of distilla- 
tion bas a considerable influence upon the qual- 
ity and quantity of the distillate. The size and 
construction of the distilling apparatus has still 
more influence, The method in which the heat 
is applied is also of importance. If the retort is 
only heated from beneath, s0 that the sides are 
not overheated, petroleum of a higher igniting 
polut is obtained than. when the vapors, before 
leaving the retort, have come into vontact with 
the heated sides. In Galicia the distillation is 
almost universally effected in emall retorts of 
about one cubic metre capacity. These are so 
constructed that not only the bottom but also 
the sides are in contact with the flame during 
the whole distillation. In order to be able to 
state positively the differences between the va- 
rious known kinds of petroleum one must carry 
out the examinations under the same conditious, 
and with the same or precisely similar apparatus. 
In’ this way alone can useful conclusions be 
drawn astothe real natare of the samples ex- 
amined and the differences between the rock 
oils from various portions of the globe be cor- 
rectly tabulated, —Dingler’s Poly. |Journal.

the latter company is an offshoot and wae incor- 
porated under the laws of Colorado, though the 
stock of both companies is largely held in Bos- 
ton. In the Santa Teresa fields, situated some 20 
miles northeast of Tumberdero, the head of na- 
vigation on the Tuxpan river. The locality is 
well on the foot-hills, at an elevation of 450 feet 
above sea level. Work was begun last July, and 
agood well was sunk by six weeks of careful 
work. Passing through about 20 feet of soil and 
sand rock, various formations were encountered 
with more or less prospects ot permanent flow of 
oil until the well was bored to a‘depth of 335 
feet, and the rich petroleum rushed to‘the sur 
face. Thestratum of oil bearing rock has been 
pierced 35 feet, and furnishes ofl whose gravity 
is 38 degrees as it flows from the well. The pipe 
of this well has been carefully plugged to pre- 
serve the oil. 


The company are now siuking a second well 
with every prospect of success as complete as 
marked the first well. They will erect refining 
works at Tumberdero running a pipe-line from 
the wells to the refinery. Tumberdero is a tract 
comprising probably 65,000 acres, owned by a 
German settler named Eckerd, and the company 
will found there a new city named ‘‘Petrolia.”’ 
From this point the oil is easily deliverd to Tux- 
pan. The well sunk by the company fs estimated 
to yield one thousand barrels of ofl daily. 

The pioneer company,the Boston and Mexican, 
are working at Chapapote, only a few miles from 
Tumberdero by a good road.Hence their wells are 
nearer to navigable points and are more advan- 
tageously situated. The company are now sink- 
ing one well and are about to start another also. 
A depth of 3°0 feet has been bored, yielding 
plenty of crevice oil, but as the manager is 
certain that lighter and better oil can be found 
in permanent supply at lower depth, he has shut 
off this of], and will sink to a depth of 600 feet in 
both wells. The extra work will, it is believed, 
be more than repaid by the improved quality of 
oll secured at that depth. The company have 
carefully encased the well to prevent caving in. 

The company own about 700 acres of land in 
this locality, which is only thirty-five miles from 
Tuxpan, and will erect refining works, though 
the locality for these has not as yet been fixed 
definitely. As to the supply that is now a fully 
settled anestion. It is limited only by the de- 
mands thet may be made on the oil-bearing dis- 
trict.

There 
are doubtless other deposits of oil in other parte 
of the coun'ry, but the energy of these com- 
panies has met deserved success and has proved 
this Tuxpan district to be the pioneer and first to 
develop into a large oil producer. 

[We print these statements for what they may 
be worth, but the names mentioned by our Mexi- 
can contemporary in connection with the matter 
raise the suspicion that the scheme is being de- 
veloped chiefly for stock jobbing purposes, and 
that the fie\ds are too remote for profitable 
working at least for some years tocome, The 
exports of all mineral oils from the United States 
to Mexico during the Jast fiscal year were 1,570,- 
000 gallons, valued at $252,000. As the Mexican 
fields are unlikely to extend their trade outside 
of their own States, we should not deem the pro- 
ject one specially inviting to heavy investments 
of capital. The Mexican fields would perhaps be 
better property to own than to operate at pres- 
ent.—Ep.

The Examination of Fixed Oils. 


BY W. L. CARPENTER. 


Although, in the present state of our 
knowledge, it is true that there are no 
specific tests for each oil which will enable 
us to estimate its quality, or even detec, 
its presence, in presence of another nearly 
related to it, still very much more may be 
done than is usually supposed possible, 
by obtaining samples about whose purity 
there is no doubt—i. ¢., the preparation et 
which from the origiual fat source can be 
vouched for— preparing mixtures of these 
in various proportions, and observing 
their behavior under various test condi- 
tions. It is important, however, that 
these comparative experiments should, 
whenever possible, be made upon the 
same quantities of material, with the iden- 
tical apparatus, and by the same individ- 
ual, since the differences are so slight as to 
be affected by the least change of circum- 
stance and condition. It may bo said that 
I am somewhat handicapped through hav- 
ing been a soap-maker, but I do not hesi- 
tate to express a very strong opinion that 
no satisfactory and reliable tests of saponi-

by this method the melting points of thy 
fatty acids of vegetable oils are 
above, and those or the fatty acids of aaj. 
mal fats are always below, those of their gop. 
responding neutral fats. None of th 
various methods of determining melting 
points, however, agree in their ind 
and after having tried them all, I decidedly 
consider that the observation of the solidj. 
fying-point by Dalicant’s method, whieh, 
I am told, is adv} tel by the trade as, 
standard cf ‘‘titre” in Paris, is the most 
certain and reliable. I will only now de 
fine it as that point to which the thermo. 
meter rises after previously falling, and 
at which it remains stationary during the 
crystallizations of the fatty acids, 


3. Behavior of the Sodium Saits of th 
Fatty Acids to Sodium Chloride —Thu 
method is merely a quantitative 
laboratory arrangement for determin. 
ing the exact quantity of salt necessary 
to precipitate soaps from their aqueous 
solution. I devised it many years ago, but 
it} has only recently been alluded to in 
print. It is useful in a great variety of 
cases, but I specially refer to it herein 
answer to Mr. Sevin’s remarks about a tet 
fora mixture of palm-nut and cocos-nut 
oils. Under certain conditions palm-nut 
oil requires less salt for the separation of 
its soap from water than cocoa-nut oil does, 
i think it more than probable that the er- 
amination by this method of cassia oil 
would give such a test as is desired, 


4. Color Tests.—I thoroughly agree as to 
the unsatisfactory nature of the indications 
afforded by this method of examination, 
even in the case of oils that are compara- 
tively pure. In the case of nearly all com- 
mercial specimens, the results are 0 ¢t 
tremely liable to he interfered with by et 
traneous substances of all kinds as to rea 
der the method useless. Moreover, most 
of the preliminary processes of purifice 
tion do not remove those substances dis- 
solved in many natural oils and fats—for 
example, the nitrogenous envelopes of the 
minute fat-cells in tallow—which may 
materially affect the result. 


5. Cohesion Fiqures.—In reply to an 
quiry on this subject, I may say that when 
Professor Tomlinson first brought them 
forward I spent several weeks in fru'tless 
endeavors to apply the method to the 
analytical examination of oils, and ther 
sult, I regret to say, was a complete 
failure. 

6. Toone method (a somewhat refined 
one, it is true) I am surprised that no t 
ference was made during the discussio® 
I allude to the examination of the crysta- 
line forms of fatty acids and their action in 
thin layers upon polarized light. Some 
very remarkable results of this m 
(which is capable of some extension), 8

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Entertaining the Wholesale Druggists. 


A meeting of the several trades having deal- 
. ings with the wholesale druggists of the country, 
was held at the Drug, Paint and Chemical Ex- 
change yesterday afternoon. There was a good 
attendance, and the meeting was called to order 
by Mr. John McKesson, jr., who moved that Mr. 
George M. Olcott be called to the chair. The 
motion was adopted, and Mr. Olcott explained 
that the meeting had been called for the purpose 
of taking preliminary steps toward the enter- 
tatnment to be provided for the members of the 
National Wholesale Drug Association, at their 
meeting here in October next. 

Mr. W. A. Gellatly said that the Western 
Wholesale Drug Association was organized three 
or four years ago, and had been productive of a 
more fraternal feeling among the wholesale 
dealers throughout the West, and had also re- 
sulted in much substantial benefit to the trade. 
At ‘ts annual meeting at Cleveland last: fall the 
association changed from a sectional to a na- 
tional organization, its membership having ex- 
tended to the East and South toa degree which 
no longer warranted its former restrictive 
title. He was disposed to think that 
there would be a large and influential 
representation of the wholesale trade from 
all sections of the country, and it was desirable 
that New Yorkers should give them an enter- 
tainment in keeping with the commercial stand - 
ing of our city. He was gratified at Cleveland 
when Mr. McKesson extended to the association 
an invitation to hold its next meeting in New 
York, which was heartily seconded by the pro- 
prietary medicine men, and he felt the meeting 
would be a most enjoyable event. 

Mr. John McKesson, jr., said that hehad at- 
tended the meetings of the association at Clocin- 
nati in 1881, and Cleveland in 1882, and the re- 
ception accorded the visiting members in those 
towns had literally embraced the hospitality 
of the entire city. He felt that the 
drug, pant, che..sical and other trades 
here, having dealings with the wholesalers of 
the country should, and would g'adly unite in 
extending them a warm reception. In his opin- 
fon the best plan was to have a committee ap- 
pointed with power to take subscriptions and to 
take such other steps toward entertaining the 
association as might be deemed advisable. This 
he embodied in a motion which further provided 
that the cuairman of this meeting should be, ex- 
officio, chairman of the committee, and that it 
should be empowered to confer with the com- 
mittee of the Proprietary Association. The mo- 
tion was adopted, and the chair appointed the 
following committee: Mr. W. A. Gellately, of 
W. H. Schieffelin & Co, and Mr. John McKesson, 
jr, of McKesson & Robbins, for the jobbing drug- 
gists; Mr, Chas. F. Sanborn, of Reed & Co, forthe 
importers; Mr. B. F. Hutman, of Chas.Pfizer & Co, 
for the manufacturing chemists, Mr. Jno. D. Wing, 
of Wing & Evans, for the chemical trade, Gén. E. 
L. Molineux, of C.T. Raynolds & Co. for the paint 
trade, Mr. F, R. Arnold, of F. R. Arnold & Co., 
and Mr. Richard Young, of Young, Ladd & Cvffin, 
for the druggist sundries trade, Mr. 8. G. Mc- 
Cotter, for the brokerr, and Mr. J. M. Peters, re- 
presenting the Oi, Parr anp Dauc Rerorrer.

Messrs. Parke, Mavis & Co. have lately be- 
gan the introduction of some new remedies in 
the form of fluid extracts, among which may be 
enumerated, coca, lily of the valley, ginzer 
Mexican, tomato, Jamaica dogwood, manaca, 
quebrocho, coto bark, eto. They are, in addition 
to their long list of pharmaceutical preparations, 
now doing an extensive business in the importa- 
tion of crude drugs, both for their own use and 
for distribution to the package trade. The able 
management of Mr. Geo. 8S. Davis, of the firm, 
and of Mr. Jno. Clay, jr., of the New York 
branch, are evidenced by the notable success of 
the house. Messrs. Parke, Davis & Co. have re- 
cently issued a price list, one of the prominent 
features of which is the list of normal liquids or 
assayed fluid extracts, which they are now intro- 
ducing. These liquids are offered as substitutes 
for fluid extracts, their superiority being based on 
the fact that they are tested frequently during 
the making in order to ascertain if they are of 
the required strength. The Pharmacopceia pres.

than 24 per cent of ammonia, more than

6017-1007 ™ore than 14°12 c.c. of acid must 
be used. After adding a few drops of rosolic 
acid, and so much water that the internal cylin- 


der may dip about 1 c. m. into the dilute acid, 
the absorber is placed in the cooler and con- 
nected with the flask by the tube J, a piece of 
otassium hydroxide being placed at the same 
time in the flask. I wrap the potassa in a piece 
of filter-paper, having observed that the liquid 
then boils much more quietly, as the paper floats 
upon the surface and breaks up the steam-bub- 
bles. It is convenient to add a little solution of 
rosolic acid to the flask a; after the distillation 
is at an end the contents of a must still have an 
alkaline reaction, a proof that a sufficiency of 
potassa has been added. Instead of solid po- 
tassa normal alkali of known strength may be 
used, always in sufficient excess. The apparatus

Turspay Evenine, April, 17, 1883, 

The past week has been one of disappointments 
in the dye market, Trade has been very dull, 
much more sothan during the preceding week, 
and this coming at a time of year when business 
is expected to improve from week to week, there 
has been considerable disappointment, and 
dealers now are at a loss to account for the lack 
of demand for their goods. as it was supposed 
consumers were short of supplies and would 
enter. the market to replenish their stocks, In 
this absence of demand very few changes in 
values have taken place, the dealers as a rule 
adhering to previous quotations, although some 
articles can probably be purchased in a large 
way at a shading on the current prices, 

There has been no movement of consequence 
in'indigo and prices remain nominally unchanged. 
The receipts the past week have amounted to 
only 125 cases, but even in a jobbing way the 
sales ave believed to be even smaller, so that the 
stocks are fully as large as they were a week ago. 
Guatemalas are held with some firmness up to 60 
@850, according to quality, and Bengals at 80c@ 
$170. Madras are moving in a small jobbing 
way at 4744@70c and Manilas at 55@70c. 


Cutch remains yery quiet, no transactions of 
importance having taken piace the past week. 
There is no change in values, holders as a rule 
adhering. steadily to the quotations previously 
ruling, with 6}4c as bottom for slab and 7340 for 
bag. The latter is still in light supply, and is 
consequently somewat firmer than slab,although 
we hear of no variation in the price of the latter. 
There have been no arrivals of late, and a revival 
of the demand would doubtless stiffen the mar- 
ket, and some dealers cluim that with an increase 
in the demand they will advance their quota- 
tions. 

Gambier is still in very good position, owing to 
the fact that there is but little on the way and 
the supply here being under good control. There 
have been no large sales during the week under 
review but the lots sold show a stiffening in the 
views of holders, who report small transactions 
spot at 6c and a moderate lot to arrive on the 
“Oasis” at 540. The market at Singxpore has 
steadily advanced and the latest advices quote 
$7 20, with the tendency still in sellers’ favor. 
As there have been no arrivals of late and, as we 
have already shown, the shipments for the last 
half of the present month are only 100 tons, the 
position of the article is regarded as very 
favorable. 

Sumac continues very quiet, as might natu- 
rally be expected would prove to be the case at 
the high prices ruling; but the position of .the 
article is such that so far at least nothing has 
been gained by holding back orders, while the 
price at Palermo is now fully equivalent to §115 
laid down here. About ten days since there was 
a flurry in the Palermo market and for a few 
days the price was held at an equivalent of $135 
here; butareaction quickly set in, the market 
dropping to the figure above. Here the market 
may be quoted firm at $115 although there is one 
seller at $110, who, however, declines to accept 
orders at that figure from other than regular 
customers. Virginia is nominally unchanged, 
but there is not much demand even at the 
difference at present existing betweemthis and 
Sicily. 

Turmeric has been very quiet ard Bengal root 
remains about as before quoted, but Madras and 
Aleppy are now held higher and for prime 5c 
is asked for moderate lots. There is no demand 
for large parcels. 

Divi diviremains without change in any im- 
portant particular, the price remaining steady 
within the range of our quotations. The demand 
is dull but there are frequent inquiries. 

There has been no further change in the price 
of Aleppy or Chinese nutgalls. For the former 
1444@16c is firmly adhered to, and the latter are 
still quoted at 22@2ic. .The demand is entirely 
of a jobbing character. We hear of no sales for 
future delivery, and on later arrivals the quota- 
tions are son ewhat unsettled. 

Bichromate of poiash is selling steadily ina 
jobbing way, and prices may now be said to be 
uniform at 14@14¥o, according to quantity, 

The demand for yellow prussiate of potash has 
been good, in fact out of all proportion with the 
movement of other goods in this line. Just why 
these should be an active call for this article 
when nearly all others are dull to stagnation is 
not explained, but the fact i» patent. Prices are 
steady at 24c for both American and Scotch 
Red moves slowly ina jobbing way, but is still 
quoted at 50@5l1c. 

The market for Cochineal appears to be hard- 
ening, but as there is very little demand it is 
difficult to advance the price. Sales have been 
made of Teneriffe silvers in a small way at 26@ 
27c, and Blacks at 29@30c, but some holders 
are keeping their stocks out of the market and 
will not sell at anything near these figures. The 
primary markets are hardening and on this fact 
the holders base their hopes of being able to 
realize an advance lateron. The condition of 
trade is not very encouraging to holders, but 
they appear confident in the position they have 
taken. 

Albamen has been ‘in less request the past 
week, but this has been only in a line with the 
outlet for nearly all the other goods in this line. 
Prizes remain steady at 70@75c for prime Egg, 
18@20c for prime Blood and _14@15c for domestic 
do. 

Western corn starch still continues to drag, 
the demand being almost exclusively ccnfined to 
the wants of the home trade, which at present 
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for bbls, and 4c for boxes, and these figures 
dealers refuse to shade, although a fair bus'ness 
would result under a modified price. Potato re- 
mains dull at 5@54c. 

There has been but little doing in dyewoods, 
although a few lots of fustic and logwood are 
reported to haye changed hands. The receipts 
of fustic have not been large, but still sufficient 
to prevent any scarcity of supplies, which was 
threatened a while ago. Of logwood the re- 
ceipts have been moderate. Prices on all woods 
are held precisely the same as heretofore quoted, 
and no important change is now looked for. 


Aniline colors have been rather quiet during 
the week under review, which is in strong con- 
trast to the position of these goods for some 
time. This is doubtless due to the fact that 
many mills and dye works are at present only 
working on short time, and to the further fact 
that consumers are desirous of reducing their 
supplies to the smallest limit bythe time the 
new duty goes into force. As yet there is no 
change in prices, and no price is stated for de- 
livery after July 1st differing from those at 
present quoted, although changes will doubtless 
be made at that date. Aniline oil is firm at 50@ 
60c. Salt crystals are very firm at 60@80c, with 
some lots held up to $1. Salt cake is steady at 
40@500. 

Extracts have been rather slow of sale ina 
large way, but there is a steady light jobbing de- 
mand for lots to go intoconsumption. There 
has been no advance in quotations during the 
week, although sumac is still quoted relatively 
lower than the crude material. Other extracts 
aresteady We quote: Sumac at 644@8c. Log- 
wood : Solid, 74@8¢c as to quantity; liquid, 51 
deg, 644@7c; 42 deg, 534@614. Fustic: Solid, 
12@14c; liquid, 51 deg, 11@12c. Indigo, 10@ 
1860,

Helios Oil. 


AGerman exchange says that ‘Helios oil” is 
now made from German petroleum; it is materi- 
ally differenf from American petroleum. It is a 
heavy mineral oil of 0.845 specific gravity (petro. 
Joum 0,800), is of a white or yellow color, and 
bas @ peculiar mineral oil odor. The boiling 
point, according to the official chemist and other 
authorities, is 215 deg, its flashing point at 96 to 
105 deg, and burns at 105 tollSdeg. Such 
a case as explosion at summer temperature is 
not possitle with Helios oil, as it must be heated 
toover 100 deg before it will burn without a 
wiok,and that temperature can never be reached 
jo the basin ef alamp, so that any upsetting of 
alamp filled with Helios cannot result in a con- 
tinuance of the burning. Chemists have been 
unable to obtain from vapors from Helios any 
explosive gas mixture by means of heated air, so 
that the oil can therefore be considered as abso- 
jately free from explosion. It is fuller in carbon 
than petroleum, and must therefore emit a more 
inteise flame, and photometric experiments 
show the illuminating effect to be one fifth 
greater, while the flame is white and beautiful 
compared to that of petroleum. No odor is 
emitted even with a small flame, and as there are 
no gaseous particles there is no precipitate on 
thelamp basin, or as people say of petroleum, 
“the lamp sweats.” The flame is extinguished 
at once by turning the screw, as {n the case of a 
gas lamp, and there is no occasion for dangerous 
blowing. It is made from the waste of mineral 
oll distillation, and the seat of the company is in 
Berlin, It is stated also that the authrities allow 
two centners of this oil to be kept in salesrooms, 
while thirty pounds only of petroleum are per- 
mitted.

Civet.—Both musk and civet are seldom used 
slone, but together with other perfumes, for 
which they serve as base. 


THE PREPARATION CF THE ESSENCES. 

The above described perfumes are hardly ever 
wed in a pure condition for the perfuming of 
soaps; the so-called essences are generally em- 
ployed for the purpose, which are prepared by 
dither dissolving the ethereal oils in a certain 
quantity of strong alcohol, or treating the plant 
daffs from which the oils originate for some 
time with alcohol, whereby their odorous prin- 
ciples are dissolved. The manner of treating is 
of advantage especially for the preparation of 
ewences from certain substances, such as van- 
fila, cinnamon, ambergris, musk, &c. The cor- 
responding substance is comminuted, introduced 
into a capacious glass bottle, and very strong 
alodhol, free of fusel,is poured over; the well- 
corked bottle is placed for some time in a warm 
place, shaking it frequently. The odorous parts 
ae perfectly dissolved by the alcohol in from 14 
to 30 days, and the essences produced in this 
manner are used for moistening the chips of 
wap cut by the planing machine, or stirred into 
the fluid soap mass. 

The soapmaker is able to produce new scents 
by the skillful mixing of different essences, and a 
multitude of odorous soaps may be produced in 
this manner. If several essences are used for 
perfuming a soap mass the quantities of the dif- 
ferent essences must always be chosen so that 
not a certain scent predominates, but that all 
produce an agreeable whole scent. 


In the following recipes for the manufacture 
of tollet soaps the quantities of the scents to be 
employed has been chosen go that soaps of a 
fally strong aroma are obtained: the pigments, 
also are of such a proportion that they give fully 
sated colors. If soaps of less scent or color 
are desired, they may be obtained in any shade 
by adding white and unperfumed soap.

Soaps from genuine oil of roses, bitter almond 
neroli, and violet belong to the finest toiletjsoaps; 
those manufactured with the oils of anise, 
caraway, bergamot, etc., can be produced at 
cheap prices,and by suitably mixing the essence 
perfumes of a very handsome odor may be im- 
parted them, 


RECIPES FOR THE PREPARATION OF TOI- 
LET SOAPS. 

Soaps in the cold way.—¥or the purpose of man- 
ufacturing these soaps, a good non-caustic soda 
soap is prepared by the previously explained 
cold saponification, by means of a mixture from 
fine cocoa oil and lard; itis reduced upon the 
planing machine, the pigments are strewn over 
them, next follow the essences, pussed through 
the kneading machine, pressed, dried, and stamp- 
ed, as specified above, 

Jt may be remarked here that for the small 
manufacturer the planing machine can very ap- 
propriately be replaced by any carpenter's plane 
that furnishes thin shavings, and the intimate 
mixing may be done by grinding the colored and 
prefumed soap mass in a stone mortar, of course, 
at a greater consumption of time.

Perfuming Soaps. 
By R. S. Cristiani. 


The perfuming of soaps may seem to be at first 
glance a simple matter, yet experience proves 
that it is quite an art; for there are many things 
to be considered, viz., the cost, the quality, the 
strength, and what blending, propurtion, soften- 
ing, strengthening, in short, what improvement 
the mixing of essential oils and other perfume 
substances will effect in producing a pleasant 
and profitable perfume. 

For there are many essential oils used in toilet 
soaps, that used alone are not plasant, but re- 
quire the qualifying effect of others; and there 
are others that do not blend well, but may be 
used to shade or alter the stronger odors, and 
there may be said to be a harmony or system, 
or more properly, a compatibility in the combi- 
nation of the different odors to produce a pleas- 
ant and popular perfume; thus lavender with 
cloves, bergamot with thyme, caraway with 
mint, rosemary with cinnamon are odors that 
blend well together. 

While all manufacturers ef toilet soaps are 
seeking for perfumes that are novel and rare, 
there may be said to be but few new perfuming 
substances in commerce, yet there are perhaps a 
hundred essential oils and perfumes that can be 
used in soaps, so that from such a variety com- 
binations could be formed that ought to make 
novelty enough; yet it is a great error to make a 
confused mixture of the different odors; for 
without judgment in blending a perfume is made 
that has no character, it is therefore best to keep 
in mind that a few properly proportioned wil] 
produce the most desirable results. 

Again many essential oils are useless in soaps, 
and when added lose or change their odors. 
Of the citron oils, bergamot is the most useful; 
lemon, cedrat and limete are soon changed and 
lost; neroli is valuable, but owing to its expense 
can only enter into the more costly soaps. The 
spice oils, as cinnamon, cassia, cloves, caraway, 
coriander, etc., are all useful, for neither the 
heat or the alkali has much effect upon them. 
Of the finer oils, as rose, angelica, geranium, 
Canada snake root, etc., care should be taken 
to have the soap as neutral as possible, and also 
to be as cold as it is possible to mix them with it, 
that there may be no waste of odor. 

The mode of manipulation of the soaps will 
often have an important effect upon the perfume 
for when the soap is made by the so-called cold 
process, and the perfume added before framing, 
the evolution of heat that then takes place, will 
injuriously affect nearly all the perfumes, and 
even in boiled soaps that are not neutral or con- 
tain an excess of alkali, the perfumes will re- 
ceive injury from these causes. Much the best 
course to pursue, and the one now generally ad- 
opted, is to add the perfume tothe soap during 
the milling for in that way little can be lost, and 
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if the soap be preperly made, cannot be in- 
jured. 

It may seem useless to speak of such common 
odors as citronella, sassafras, lemongrass and 
myrbane, for they enter into few fine soaps, and 
no art can make them pleasant, yet itis quite 
possible to make a passable perfume by blending 
with cassia, thyme, wintergreen or mint, and to 
disguise the rancid odor of coeoa oll, so much of 
which is now used, these oils may be said to be 
very useful. 

Of the other!perfuming substances used in 
toilet soaps, such as musk vanilla, civet. amber- 
gris,etc.,it is necessary to speak, for owing to the 
expense of most of them they are only in the 
finest qualities and then they are invaluable, in- 
deed indispensable, and owing to the constantly 
increasing cost of musk, I have given much at- 
tention to collecting and preparing the native 
article from the musk-rat which I have styled 
“American musk,”’ which from its low price can 
be used as a substitute in a number of soaps,such 
as violet heliotrope frangipanni, etc, and asa 
substitute for vanilia I am reeommending the 
the wild vanilla, or pompona, being much 
cheaper, and I consider better, as the odor is 
more flowery and rare. 


An equally important consideration with the ; 


manufacturer is the purity of the essential oils 
he is compelled to use, for it is quite unnecessary 
to say, t hat the oils of commerce are much adul- 
terated,and it were well for him to give attention 
to the fact, and endeavor to learn to detect all 


such sophistications. In my work on soaps, etc., 
T have given tests for the detection of most of 
the adulterations entering into essential oils and 
if the manufacturer uses them in large quantities 
it would repay him to make these tests and 
familiarize himself with them thereby saving 
much expence and loss. 

These remarks can only be general, to go into 
details and give formulas would occupy too 
much space, and besides, the journais are over- 
run with recipes and formulas, tiat an usually 
impracticable, aud sometimes worse than useless 
for the quantities and prorortions are often 
wrong and calculated to misleed.

Clolus has most elegantly executed the me- 
chanical part of the method. At considerable ex- 
pense he has erected factories at Paris, Mar. 
seilles, Runcorn near Liverpool, Glasgow, and 
Brussels, the last named of which has been dis- 
centinued. The evaporation takes place in a so- 
called lense evaporator (evaporateur a lentilles), 
consisting of an iron pan,in which hollow me- 
tallic lenses are continually revolving, while 
eteam is being passed through them.

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pouring it over the heated lenses further increase 
the surface of evaporation. 

The glycerine which is contained in the separ- 
ated salt, is almost wholly recovered in centri- 

ugals, by the aid of steam. It would lead too 
f ar to enter upon a complete detailed description 
of these excellently arranged works. The pro- 

duct obtained by Clolus is no better than the gly- 
cerine produced by the previous methods 

Farrell repeatedly used the lye, after previous 
concentration, for salting out, and in this way 
enriches itin glycerine. The final treatment is 
exactly like that proposed by Reynolds. The 
product is to be purified by distilling in vacuo. 

The patent which has lately been obtained by 
the Societe E. Brouchon & Cie., in Milan, isa 
very confused description of Reynolds’ method: 
and notwithstanding the exceedingly complicat- 
ed processes of purification of the spent lyes, it 
can give no better product than any of the 
other methods. 

We now come to the second class of patents, 
and will first consider that of Flemming in Kalk, 
and Petit Freres in Paris. The patent of Messrs. 
Petit is an exact copy of Flemming’s and was only 
granted because the latter made no application 
in France. Flemming acts on the plan used in sep- 
arating the sugar from molasses by osmose. 
Osmose depends on the varying property 
of bodies to pass through membranes when in 
solution in water. Crystallizable bodie (crystal- 
loids) pass through readily, while those which do 
not crystallize (colloids) do not. But the crystal- 
loids themselves differ in this respect. The salts 
pass through the membrane much more readily 
than glycerine, and on this fact Flemming bases 
his process. In an osmose apparatus having par- 
titions of parchment paper, the prepared and 
concentrated glycerine and warm water are 
made to flow in opposite directions, separated by 
the parchment. 

The surface of contact of the two liquids c..n- 
tinually changes, and the salts rapidly piss into 
the water, so that the glycerine runs from the 
apparatus noticeably purer. But even in this 
way it is impossible to produce glycerine con- 
taining less than 5 or 6 per cent salt. As parch- 
ment is not altogether impenetrable by the 
glycerine the loss would be too great by repeat- 
ing the operation very often. Flemming tried to 
obviate this difficulty by using gutta percha in- 
stead of parchment, with what success I do not 
know, but there can be no doubt that gutta 
percha will considerably retard the osmose. 

Anu altogether new principle is that patented 
by Benno, Jaffe & Darmstaedter. 

The chief difficulty encountered in removing 

the salt is eliminated at first by avoiding the use 
of salt in the manufacture of soap, and using in 
its stead sulphate of soda, which is very diffi- 
cultly soluble in glycerine. The epent lyes are 
neutralized with sulphuric acid, or better still 
with acid sulphate of soda, evaporated, and the 
sulphate of soda formed ladled out. In this way 
| glycerine containing only 4 per cent of solid 
Hl matter is easily obtained. 
: The method does not only do away with the salt, 
but gives rise to avaluable product, Glauber’s 
salts, which can again be converted into soda by 
Leblanc’s process. 

Unfortunately it also necessitates an essential 
change in soap making, and on account of the 
tenacity with which this industry clings to old 
methods there was little hope of its success. 

According to Dalton’s patent the soap is salted 
out with an excess of caustic lye, removing the 
excess with fatty acids, and then salting out 
with sulphate of soda. Thespent lye is neutral- 
ized with sulphuric acid and evaporated. The 
product must be similar to that obtained by us. 

Weinecke’s patent is simply a plagiarism of 
Niege Mourie’s discovery made about 20 years 
ago, that fat in a spherical form rapidly absorbs 
lye and is decomposed with the liberation of 
glyccrine. ’ 

He prepares the emulsion exaetly like Niege 
Mourie’s by stirring up the fat at its melting 
temperature with soap water, (containing 5 to 10 
Per cent. soap). 

I have been unable to get any information 
about a recent patent applied for by Battershall, 
in America. Excepting this, I think the most’ 
important have been brought to your notice and 
I will finally refer to the patent of Droux and 
Depouilly, the only patent which gives good re- 
_ in the direct preparation of glycerine from 

yes. 

The patent is based on the method proposed 
by Berthelot of artificially preparing fats from 
glycerine and fatty acids. 

The spent lye is evaporated until it gives off 
no more water; the residue, which contains 
much salt and all the impurities of the lye, is 
treated in properly constructed vessels with 
oleine (oleic acid) at a temperature of 160 deg. 
to 170 deg. C.forsometime. In this waya fat 
is reproduced, in which neither the salt nor other 
impurities will dissolve, and which by decompo- 
sition gives pure glycerine, This process is very 
expensive, but can be profitably worked when 
the price of glycerine is high. 

In summing up, I come to the conclusion that 
none of the methods which have been proposed 
are satisfactory. 

The impure glycerines are not well adapted for 
distillation, as they require three to four times 
as much time to distill as a good crude glycerine 
and give an impure product; the methods which 
give purer products are difficult of execution, 
either on account of the changes which they ne- 
cessitate in soap making or on account of ex- 
pense and loss. 

The most rational solution of the problem in 
my opinion, is the removal of the glycerine from 
the fate; that is to say, separating the glycerine 
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from the fats and then using the resulting fatty 
Many difficul- 
ties will present themselves to such a solution of 
the question, but in the course of time soap 
makers will find the necessity of making the

REFINING THE TALLOW. 


When the melting of the tallow has been con- 


tinued for a sufficient length of time, and all 


solid matters have been earefully removed by 
filtration, no further treatment is necessary for 


many purposes. For the manufacture of com- 
mon soap for instance, the tallow can be direct- 
ly cast in moulds and formed into blocks. 


When the tallow is to be used in the prepara- 
tion of fine soaps, or for making stearine candles, 
asingle melting is not sufficient, and the tallow 
must be refined. The latter process has a two- 
fold purpose: to free the tallow from all solid 
bodies and to decolorize or bleach it at the same 
time. 

The methods employed in refining, are in part 
purely mechanical, partly such as effect bleaeh- 
ing and deodorization, by chemical means. 


If only the solid suspended bodies are to be re- 
moved—and this is essentially the older method 
—the rendered tallow is placed into a boiler with 
water, and heated until the water continually 
boils, the tallow is then intimately mixed with 
the water by stirring for an hour. 

After one hour’s boiling the fire is drawn from 
under the boiler and the liquid is allowed to rest 
until the upper layers of tallow have become 
clear, when the ladiing out begins. It is best to 
let the tallow flow through a sack made of 
coarse linen, which is suspended in a hollow cy- 


linder, the hollow space of which is filled with 
hot water to maintain the requisite state of 
fluidity in the tallow. 


The refined tallow is cast in moulds; the for- 


eign bodies remain in the lowest layer of the fat 
and in the water. 


In order to bleach tallow while it is being re 


fined, various chemicals are used, principally 
acetate of lead, nitric acid, or a mixture of nitric 
and sulphuric acid. Acetate of lead is used in 


the form of a very fine powder, 6 or 7 parts 
being generally taken to 1,000 parts of fat. 

When bleaching is to be effected with nitric 
acid the operation must be carried on in wooden 
vessels; 44 part of nitric acid is required for 1,000 
parts of fat. This method has many advantages, 
but it offers the difficulty of uninterrupted stir- 
ring in order to effect a thorough mixing of the 
fat and acid. This can be partly avoided by 
placing a spiral pipe on the bottom of the vessel, 
providing it with numerous small holes through 
which a strong current of air is forced; the 
numerous small bubbles of air which pass up 
through the mass effect a thorough mixture of 
the two liquids. 

The use of % part of nitric acid and 4 part of 
sulphuric acid for 1,000 parts of tallow greatly 
shortens the time required for the operation. 
The acid mixture is allowed to run in, in a thin 
stream, the mass being continually stirred; at 
the end of one quarter to one half hour water is 
added to wash the acid from the tallow. The 
acid water is drawn off, and the last traces of 
water are removed by heating until complete 
evaporation is effected. 

The use of a large quantity of sulphuric acid 
alone has also been tried; the results obtained 
were good, but there is ulways a certain loss, due 
to the decomposition of a portion of the fat by 
the acid. 

On a small scale, tallow may be purified by 
treating with borax, alum, argols, ammonium 
chloride, &c. These methods have little practi- 
cal value on account of the high price of the 
chemicals em ployed. 

Tallow which bas arrived at an advanced state 
of decomposition always gives a yellow product, 
having little value. This can be bleached by 
treating it with 1 per cent of sulphuric acid and 
4% per cent bichromate of potash dissolved in 
water. The free chromic acid contained in the 
solution oxidizes the coloring matters, and the 
tallow can be bleached perfectly white in this 
manner. 

. Very rancid tallow retains the free fatty acids 
and has a very disagreeable odor. This can be 
removed so perfectly in the following manner 
that it may be used even for culinary purposes. 

For this purpose the tallow is melted with an 
equal quantity of water; to this is added a solu- 
tion consisting of 4 parts of crystalline soda, 
1-10 part of caustic soda and 20 parts of water; 
the whole is then kept at a temperature of about 
55 deg. to 60 deg. C. and stirred until the mix- 
ture of tallow and soda has been completely 
emulsified. In this manner the fat is divided into 
exceedingly minute globules, and the caustic 
soda takes up all free fatty acid. 

As soon as all odor has disappeared the opera- 
tion is completed, and the fat is separated from 
the emulsion by adding about 400 parts of hot 
water and leaving the mixture at rest until the 
tallow floats ontop. The water can be used in 
preparing lyes for soap making. It is necessary 
for the success of the operation that the water 
used in purifying the tallow should be as free as 
possible from lime. This can be effected by 
using a larger quantity of soda, and previously 
dissolving it in the water; the lime is then pre- 
cipitated and separates in the form of a fine 
powder. 

Tallow treated in this manner has only a slight

fatty odor, and can be obtained perfectly odor- 
less by repeating the treatment. 

The value of a tallow depends on its solidity 
and its melting point, both of which can be in- 
creased by pressing out the liquid portion. This 
is best effected by cooling the tallow under con- 
stant stirring until it begins to solidify. Ifthe 
tallow is then placed in powerful presses, an 
oily mags flows out. The residual tallow is 
harder and has a higher melting point than the 
original substance. 

The oil can also be removed completely by 
treating the tallow in a similar manner as para- 
ffine is treated in purifying. The operation is as 
follows: 

The filtered tallow is allowed to cool until it 
begins to solidify at the edges; then about 10 
per cent. of its weight of petroleum ether are 
added, the mixture is intimately mixed and the 
mass allowed to solidify, 

On pressing this mass a solution of the oil in 
benzine flows out, while stearine and palmitine 
remain behind, furnishing the best material for 
the manufacture of stearine candles. The solu- 
tion of oleine is placed into a stil] and the ben- 
zine is distilled off. The pure oleine obtained in 
this manner is used in the manufacture of soap. 
The last traves of benzine strongly adhere to the 
oleine as well as to the solid parts of the tallow, 
but can be remeved by passing steam or air 
through the molten fat. 


SOLID ANIMAL FATS, 


Beef Tallow.—Pure beef tallow has a 
yellowish color and very little odor, it jig bard 
and brittle when cold, softens at 25 to 39 deg, 
C., its specific gravity is 0.913 and it melts at 44 
deg.

ducted on an extensive scale, it is advisableto 
sort them and to treat only the large bone, 
which contain marrow, forthe three mentione 
products; asthe other bones generally contajp 
so little fat that its recovery does not pay.
